May 14 City Council elections 


Place 1: Chris Riley 

Chris Riley ran in 2009 to finish out the 
last two years of ascending Mayor Lee 
Leffingwell’s council term, and looking at 
the robust work he’s performed in urban 
planning, transportation, and design - initi- 
ating a trial run of updates to the city’s zon- 
ing code, acting as an inquisitive voice on 
the Capital Metro board, and acting as a 
proponent for sensible urban density - 
you’d think he’d been in Place 1 a full term. 

Riley’s intelligence is best displayed when 
it comes to thinking holistically about those 
urban issues and their impact on neighbor- 
hoods and the environment, occasionally to 
comic extreme - he was vividly animated on 
the dais while discussing, of all matters, the 
design of a decorative wall around an energy 
substation near the Seaholm redevelop- 
ment. And while Riley’s urbanist mindset 
will prove valuable in initiatives like urban 
rail, or infill redevelopment of properties 
like Highland Mall, we also agree with calls 
for him to display more general leadership 
in his role as council member. 

On the other hand, although his lawyerly 
ability to parse complex proposals benefits 
the city in the comparatively wonky world 
of development, it completely failed him in 
his approach to the Nathaniel Sanders II 
settlement. His motion to settle the Sanders 
family’s lawsuit over the questionable police 
shooting death at a lower than expected 
amount may have made sense in theory, 
but, in practice, it had a grotesque effect. 
We recognize that different council mem- 
bers have different strengths, and we don’t 
want to see Riley lose his edge on urban 
issues. But we do want to see him apply 
that same passion to all issues affecting the 
city in his second term. 

Our decision is confirmed after surveying 
Riley’s opponents. As a former city manager, 
Roger Chan carries a certain level of City 
Hall know-how. But there’s a certain arro- 
gance, combined with vagueness, in his 
policy prescriptions - cutting spending and 
hiring the right people - and frankly, we’re 
perplexed by his statements that urban rail 
will never work in Austin as a matter of 
physics. Josiah Ingalls has improved some- 
what since his last quixotic campaign in 
2009, but he still lacks a core understand- 
ing of city issues; the only issue Norman 
Jacobson has spoken to - when he’s both- 
ered to speak at all - is water fluoridation, 
and even there, he lacks the knowledge of 
other local opponents. Moreover, we try not 
to encourage political hobbyism, which 
seems evident in both candidacies. 

On a council where decisions all too 
often devolve into mushy consensus, Riley 
has the opportunity to lead on pressing 
urban matters in his first full term and on 
broader city issues as a whole. 



Place 3: Kathie Tovo 

Randi Shade entered her first term as the anti- 
Jennifer Kim, the freshman incumbent whom 
Shade characterized during her campaign chal- 
lenge as blowing in the wind before casting 
unpredictable, last-minute votes. Yet, Shade - as 
a swing vote on several controversial council 
issues (most prominently, Water Treatment Plant 
No. 4 and the Nathaniel Sanders II lawsuit set- 
tlement) - has herself demonstrated a willing- 
ness to bend to the political winds, generally 
under the guise of “listening to all sides.” While 
she may indeed hear a wide range of views, we 
suspect her decisions are made far earlier than 
she chooses to acknowledge, suggesting either 
an unwillingness to firmly defend her own posi- 
tions or simply too little frankness. 

On the other hand, Shade has been a leader 
on the difficult and important question of revis- 
ing the city’s social service funding system, on 
new energy initiatives (the Pecan Street Project), 
and in taking on the more dubious aspects of the 
tax exemption program for “historic” properties 

- for which she should be commended. Like the 
council, the Chronicle editors remain divided on 
the wisdom of the WTP4 decision, but it’s fair to 
say Shade has been steadfast not only in her sup- 
port of the project but in her ongoing outreach 
to the most directly affected neighborhoods. 

Of her major votes, we were most disappoint- 
ed in the part Shade played (joined by Chris 
Riley) in the collapse of the city’s settlement with 
the family of Nathaniel Sanders II. Unwilling 
either to support the staff-negotiated settlement 
or to make a straightforward case against it, she 
and Riley instead tried to renegotiate the settle- 
ment amount from the dais, making the final 
vote thus appear not only callous but financial 
rather than principled. 

And while we don’t share in the current media 
obsession with council’s private correspondence 

- which generally reflects a somewhat franker 
version of its public debates - Shade too often 
seems to be presenting a public face rather more 
moderate than the one reflected in her emails. 
She would do better to simply state her position 
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and stick to it, instead of talking up her ability 
to be persuaded by a winning argument. 

Beyond that, Tovo makes a compelling chal- 
lenger. Her experiences as a planning commis- 
sioner, a neighborhood activist, vice president 
of the Austin Neighborhoods Council, and a 
member of the Families and Children Task 
Force, as well as her extensive involvement 
with Austin ISD, have demonstrated both her 
commitment to the community and her expe- 
rience as a problem solver. We applaud her 
ongoing efforts to keep central city schools 
open - including her willingness to dissent 
from the school district’s bureaucratic 
approach - and hope that her leadership will 
help guide the city as it explores avenues for 
supporting struggling schools. We also appre- 
ciate her intentions to address inner-city devel- 
opment via affordable, family-friendly initia- 
tives, in principle bringing together developers 
and neighborhoods. 

Although she’s become the designated can- 
didate of the anti-WTP4 lobby, her expressed 
campaign position (“protecting the city’s 
investment”) differs little from that of the 
incumbent. Given Tovo’s neighborhood asso- 
ciation/Austin Neighborhoods Council leader- 
ship history, some of us are concerned an 
alliance between Tovo and Laura Morrison 
(both former ANC leaders) could effectively 
cede City Council authority to the Planning 
Commission in cases where a council super- 
majority is required to overturn a Planning 
Commission recommendation, as with the 
Park PUD (an admittedly imperfect case). And 
in the Bradford-Nohra zoning case, Tovo voted 
to apply historic zoning to a Hyde Park home 
over the owners’ wishes; again, while a com- 
plex case, some of us strongly opposed the 
neighborhood association’s attempts to pre- 
vent demolition as an infringement on basic 
property rights. Nevertheless, we hope Tovo’s 


collaborative approach to public activism truly 
reflects an open-mindedness and creativity 
she would bring with her to the dais - and 
specifically, that her approach to land use 
helps, not hinders, her goals of expanding 
affordable family housing in the urban core. 

We think Max Nofziger is an engaging, even 
indispensable Austinite - a voice of the city’s 
history - but we’re finding it difficult to take 
him seriously as a 2011 City Council candi- 
date. He appears to be campaigning either on 
nostalgia or else a “cost-slashing” approach to 
government akin to that taking place right 
now at the Capitol, with GOP machetes. He 
declares he will block urban rail, mothball 
WTP4, and cut back on biomass - in favor of 
an expansive turn to solar power and electric 
vehicles (programs the city is already heavily 
invested in). Moreover, while he denounces 
the anticipated cost of urban rail, it was his 
own prominent opposition to the 2000 Capital 
Metro light-rail project that helped postpone a 
coherent mass transit program for yet another 
decade, greatly multiplying the difficulty and 
the cost. 

Kris Bailey is an inexperienced, single-issue 
candidate (though he’s tried to broaden his 
focus as the campaign proceeds), and while 
we agree with his position that the Austin 
Police Department should stop busting people 
for simple marijuana possession, that’s not a 
sufficient qualification for public office. 

While as a group we remain somewhat split 
on our judgments of both Shade and Tovo, our 
consensus is that Tovo is narrowly the best 
choice in this race. 

Place 4: Laura Morrison 

Where you stand on incumbent Council 
Member Laura Morrison may largely be deter- 
mined by your judgment of “neighborhood” 
issues, and more specifically of the influence 
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of neighborhood associations on city priori- 
ties. Are NA’s the solid ground of Austins 
participatory politics or special interest groups 
that defend narrow homeowners’ prerogatives 
at the expense of their neighbors and the 
whole community? Since the answer often is 
“both,” the same tension marks the record of 
Morrison, who has been both the stout 
defender of neighborhoods and the spokes- 
woman for fighting neighborhood change, an 
advocate for comprehensive planning who 
would yet empower neighborhoods to over- 
ride collaborative community plans. She’s a 
forthright supporter of the anti~“McMansion” 
ordinance and the historic landmark tax 
exemption - both policies being mixed bless- 
ings, and we find ourselves with a mixed judg- 
ment on Morrison as well. 

In this race, she is also blessed in her oppo- 
nents. Eric Rangel is a personable young man 
who appears to be running for the experience 
and his first shot at the family business (his 
father and sister are Caldwell County offi- 
cials), on a platform of glittering generalities. 
Toby Ryan (“K. Toby Ryan Hill”) is a rock dee- 
jay (10 IX) who says the council is harming the 
local music industry via sound ordinances 
and Downtown parking policies - certainly 
worth debating - but his largely invisible and 
inaudible campaign appears more whimsical 
than real. 

Overall, Morrison has been a hard-working 
and solidly competent public official, with a 
record of advocacy for social services and envi- 
ronmental stewardship that merits continued 
voter support. ■

Oops! 

In last week’s issue, two maps that 
accompanied a redistricting story, 
“Wiping Doggett Off the Map,” were 
incorrectly identified in the print edition. 
The map labeled “Existing House 
Districts” is actually the proposed 
redistricting map, and the map labeled 
“Proposed” is the map currently in 
place for Travis County House Districts. 

Also last week, an incorrect photo 
appeared with the story “The War on 
Women’s Health.” The photo, identified 
as the People’s Community Clinic, was 
actually a file photo of the staff of 
Peoples Rx North Lamar. 

Due to an editing error, a mistake 
appeared in the story “The Party Bus Is 
Over,” April 8. A passage regarding pay- 
ment promised to South by Southwest 
shuttle drivers by S.A.F.E. Staffing 
should have read “$1,800 with tips” 
rather than “$1,800 before tips.” 


[“Endorsements Roll In,” April 15]. Well, Wells, 
like it or not, at least one organization not only 
failed to endorse her, but endorsed her opponent 
Eric Rangel, following her slippery appearance at 
the LULAC District 12 candidate forum last week, 
before an audience that included representatives 
from the Coalition of Community Concerns. But 
I guess that didn’t count. After all, they were a 
bunch of advocates for people mostly from the 
“other side of the tracks.” You know, the ones 
without big bucks to give. 

Later, I spoke personally with Ms. Morrison, 
whom I had hoped to support. I pointed out to 
her that she had voted, along with the other six 
votes on our City Council, to hire three groups 
of attorneys and agreeing to pay up to $450 per 
hour, for a total of $157,000 taxpayer dollars. 
Their job? To advise the members how to steer 
clear of the Open Meetings Act. Asked how she 
justified this expenditure in terms of its value to 
the citizens and taxpayers who would bear its 
burden, she insisted they had only hired three 
attorneys, not their entire office. I replied, “No 
attorney with an office works alone, and that, in 
part, is the reason for their high cost.” When I 
persisted and reasked the question of the value 
to the citizens and taxpayers, she refused to 
answer, saying she could not because it was cur- 
rently in investigation. 

Hogwash! I didn’t ask about the investigation 
but about why the citizens should pay for it. She 
then rushed out of the Lyons Gardens meeting 
hall in East Austin, just like Place 3 Randi Shade 
had earlier when one of her opponents, Kris 
Bailey, showed the infamous email her office 
had sent out explaining how to remove traces of 
emails from the city’s system .... This represents 
an unwillingness to hold themselves accountable 
to their constituents and offers a revealing argu- 
ment for single-member districts. Since we were 
unavoidably late, I was not present for the Place 
1 forum. 

Where were you, Wells, tipping a glass at your 
favorite watering hole?

City Council decamps to David Crockett High 
School, 5601 Manchaca Rd. (at Stassney Lane) 
for its meeting today, Thursday, April 28. On the 
agenda: attempting a final recycling agreement 
bestowing 60% of blue bin contents to Balcones 
Resources and 40% to Texas Disposal 
Systems, the controversial Holly Street Power 
Plant demolition contract, and a resolution pre- 
paring for a City Charter election. See “City Hall 
Hustle,” p.16. 


A straw poll taken after the council candidates 
forum hosted by the Real Estate Council of 
Austin turned up some interesting results: 
Randi Shade was the only one of three incum- 
bents on the ballot winning RECA’s vote of confi- 
dence, along with first-timers Roger Chan (chal- 
lenging Chris Riley) and Eric Rangel (opposing 
Laura Morrison). 


> Good and bad news for teacher contracts: House 
Bill 400, giving school districts the power to fur- 
lough teachers and increase student-teacher ratios, 
may be in trouble after falling victim to points of 
order on April 26. The night before, the Austin ISD 
board agreed that the district would no longer offer 
multiyear contracts to its employees.

> Comptroller Susan 
Combs has fired four

The Comptroller’s Office 
has already spent $1.8 
million on new security

> Perhaps playing off of Mayor Lee LeffingweN’s 
desire to land a new convention center hotel in 
Austin, San Antonio City Council Member John 
Clamp suggested that South by Southwest 

relocate from Austin to the Alamo City, where 
there are hotels aplenty. 



Hiding in Plain Sight 

Here’s your lecture on voting: Vote.

“Unfortunately, when it comes time for Austin citi- 
zens to choose their representatives at City Hall, they 
tend to stay away from the polls in droves ”

With characteristic wryness, Mayor Leffingwell 
described at least one of the motivations for the 
package of City Charter reforms under consid- 
eration by City Council today (Thursday, 

April 28). The renewed push for geo- 
graphic (single-member) districts and a 
fall election date, along with several 
other proposals, would presumably 
provide greater motivation for Austinites 
to confirm our supposed reputation for 
public engagement by actually turning 
out to vote in city elections. The evidence 
is hardly in our favor. As Austin Community 
College professor Stefan D. Haag reports in his 2009 
study of local voter turnout, “The number of voters 
in Austin mayoral elections has remained fairly con- 
stant since 1971. However, the number of registered 
voters in Austin increased from 93,597 to 450,715 
between 1971 and 2009. Consequently, the voter 
turnout rate, measured as the percentage of regis- 
tered voters who cast ballots, declined from 56.8 
percent in 1971 to 13.1 percent in 2009.”

That’s right, a whopping 13.1% of our engaged 
(and registered) citizenry turned out to elect the 
mayor and four of the current council members. 
(Nonmayoral races generally do worse by half.) Note 
as well the obvious anomaly in those numbers - 
about the same total number of voters have been 
voting since 1971, but the number of registered 
voters has grown nearly fivefold. Why so 
many folks take the trouble to register 
but then fail to vote remains a puzzle to 
me, but it does raise the curious possi- 
bility that mostly the same people have 
been voting around here for the last 40 
years. If we all pass away about the 
same time, will the voting percentage 
move inexorably toward zero? 

Haag’s study points out that Austin’s decline is 
not unique: “Since 1979,” he writes, “voter turnout 
rates in major cities throughout the United States 
have declined by more than 20 percent. ... The 
decline in voter turnout in Austin is comparable.” So 
whatever the causes, it’s apparently not the fluoride 
in Austin’s water. Across the nation, older folks tend 
to vote at much greater rates than youngsters, and 
national elections (given more sensational headlines

> AUSTIN ISD PERFORMING ARTS OFF-CENTER What is “cen- 

tra I ” in the Austin Independent School District? Trustee 
Robert Schneider asked that question during the April 26 
AISD board meeting when he voted against buying land for the 
long-awaited performing arts center. The board voted 8-1 to 
spend $4 million on a four-acre tract at the corner of East 
51st and Barbara Jordan Boulevard to house a 1,200-capacity 
hall and 250-seat black box theatre. The district plans to open 
them for the 2013-14 school year, though Superintendent 
Meria Carstarphen said they could be pushed back. While 
Schneider said he voted in both 2004 and 2008 for bonds to 
pay for the $40 million PAC, he savaged the idea that the 
Mueller development is a central location. Since more than 
half of all AISD students live south of Lady Bird Lake, he said, 
“It is central, but it’s only central if you consider something rel- 
ative to Georgetown or San Marcos.” He also criticized the fact 
that the district will have to pay developers Catellus Austin a 
still undetermined annual residency fee on top of the 
$257,000 yearly operational costs. While several other trust- 
ees agreed with Schneider that the site may not be ideal, the 
general mood of the board was summed up by Lori Moya, who 
said that, after years of delay, “It’s time for us to do this.” The 
site is, however, far smaller than the “minimum of 10 acres” 
listed as a high priority in the bidding process, and, with space 
for only 400 cars, departs from the original plan to accommo- 
date 500 cars and 10 buses. Schneider proposed a novel 
solution to all these problems: put the PAC on some district- 
owned land in the city center - the Carruth Administration 
Center on West Sixth. - Richard Whittaker 

NO BUS, NO FUSS If you’re a bus 
rider, you know how annoying it can 
be sitting at a stop and wondering 
how long until the next bus arrives. 

But if you have a smartphone, 

Capital Metro will ease your pain 
a bit through the use of quick- 
response codes at bus stops and 
rail stations. The codes are those 
square blocks you’ve probably 
seen that look like a digitized Rorschach test; when scanned 
via a QR reader app on your phone camera, they pull up 
information on your screen. The Cap Metro QR code (above) 
provides info on scheduled arrivals and detours (along with 
some promotions of local businesses), and it will eventually 
track buses and trains in real time for even greater arrival/ 
departure accuracy. (Cap Metro has already installed the lat- 
ter technology on its MetroAccess fleet and is working up a 
plan to install it on all buses.) - Lee Nichols 

> DON’T BOGART THAT PRESCRIPTION The city will hold its 
second prescription drug take-back day April 30, 10am-2pm, 
at the city of Austin’s Household Hazardous Waste Facility in 
South Austin (2514 Business Center Dr.) and at Cornerstone 
Church in North Austin (1101 Reinli). The take-back offers 
residents a chance to clean out their medicine cabinets and 
unload unused prescription and over-the-counter drugs. 
Needles will also be accepted. (No illegal drugs.) The service 
is free and anonymous. The event is held in partnership with 
the local office of the Drug Enforcement Administration; 
the goals are to help cut down on prescription drug abuse and 
misuse and to stop the flushing of meds, which can contami- 
nate the water supply. The take-back is a national effort 
begun last year by the DEA in conjunction with local govern- 
ments - 3,000 participated last time around, taking in more 
than 121 tons of drugs; Austin’s portion was 800 pounds.

TALL AND SHORT STACKS OF MONEY 

The biggest chunk of change is fueling Place 3 race

More than just a measure of a candidacy’s financial health, 
campaign finance reports are also a window into the citizens 
and constituencies candidates have tapped into - not to men- 
tion their pocketbooks. That’s certainly true in the Place 3 
showdown between incumbent Randi Shade and Kathie Tovo. 
According to her 30-days-out campaign finance report filed April 
14, Shade had raised more than $98,600 since the start of 
the year; coupled with previous contributions, she’s left with 
about $106,000 going into election day. Her donors in this last 
fundraising round include a mix of boldface names: developer 
Larry Warshaw, publicist Jeff Hahn, Zach Theatre Producing 
Artistic Director Dave Steakley, Planning Commissioner Dave 
Sullivan, veteran council appointee and Zoning and Platting 
Commission Chair Betty Baker, former Council Member 
Brewster McCracken, and Mayor Lee Leffingwell. 

Tovo was a late entrant into the race, and so bolstered her 
fundraising with a self-loan of $40,000. Combined with her 
campaign’s fundrasing, Tovo’s haul heading to election day tops 
$70,000. Her contributors include many from Austin’s activist 
and neighborhood community: Planning Commissioner Danette 
Chimenti, the Save Our Springs Alliance’s Colin Clark, 
the Heritage Society’s Mandy Dealey, the Sierra 
Club’s Roy Waley, ChangeAustin.org’s Brian 
Rodgers, and Shade’s email enemy Robin Rather. 

Max Nofziger, the former council member also 
vying for Place 3, has run a shoestring campaign, 
reporting $1,865 raised, with about $1,600 left. 

His contributions include $350 from Brian Rodgers 
as well as the maximum $700 from anti-rail activist 
Jim Skaggs and his wife, Betty. 

Libertarian marijuana decriminalization advocate Kris 
Bailey reports approximately $1,400 both raised and spent. 

In Place 1, incumbent Chris Riley has the undisputed cash 
advantage, reporting roughly $57,000 raised this year and 
$34,000 spent, with some $61,500 remaining. He lists contri- 
butions from all of the public safety unions, the Building 
Owners and Managers Association, environmentalist and 
Electric Utility Commission veteran Shudde Fath, and Green 
Doors Director Frank Fernandez, among others. 

Riley’s opponent, Roger Chan, has collected about $3,400 
so far, with almost $2,700 of that left. He, too, collected $700 
from the Skaggs household, as well as $350 from transporta- 
tion bond opponent Dominic Chavez. 

Long-shot candidate Josiah Ingalls has raised a total of 
$79, while anti-fluoridation candidate Norman Jacobson 
reported no dollars raised or spent in his week-late filing. 

Over in Place 4, incumbent Laura Morrison raised just 
over $43,000 last period, with more than $59,000 cash on 
hand (though she still owes herself more than $30,000 from 
her initial campaign). Her contributors include the public safe- 
ty unions, the Board of Realtors PAC, SOS’ Bill Bunch, for-

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mer Council Member Jennifer Kim, and former state rep and 
health care advocate Ann Kitchen. 

Opponent Toby Ryan raised $14,500 and reports having just 
over $4,400 left. He reports a rosy $350 contribution from 
Sixth Street bar owner and TV’s The Bachelor Brad Womack, 
along with contributions from four other Womacks. He also 
cites performances from band Alpha Rev as in-kind donations. 
Fellow Place 4 challenger Eric Rangel reports raising about 
$1,200, and spending some $3,900 during the reporting period 
(the deficit apparently coming from his own pocket), with less 
than $300 heading into election day. 

THIS WEEK IN COUNCIL 

And while we’re on the subject: At its meeting this week 
(Thursday, April 28), City Council is expected to pave the way for 
big changes at the ballot box. 

Agenda Item 48 asks the city manager to draft amendments 
for council consideration in 90 days on a wide variety of initia- 
tives: drawing districts representing the mayor’s preferred 6-2-1 
single-member district/at-large scenario (with map included); 
creating a redistricting commission to re-examine districts 

k jfter each census; moving city elections from May to 
November; lengthening council terms from three to 
four years and ending the “staggering” of council 
elections; a variety of changes to campaign finance 
(doubling current campaign contribution limits for 
at-large races, increasing officeholder accounts, 
and more); and several changes to the city’s gover- 
nance, with several appointments taken away from 
the city manager. All in all, it’s similar to measures 
Leffingwell has described previously (see “The Single- 
Member Situation,” Feb. 25), though there are some timing 
issues; given that charter elections are allowable only once 
every two years, if local activists collect enough signatures to 
put their own larger SMD proposal on a ballot this year, that 
could delay any additional charter vote until 2013. 

A press release announcing Item 48 says that while Leffing- 
well “continues to support November 2012 as the date of the 
next city charter election” - and the item’s 90-day deadline 
backs that up - “he would consider moving ahead sooner if 
there were strong community sentiment in favor of doing so.” 
But, he goes on, “If we hold this election in November of 2011, 
it will come at significant cost to Austin taxpayers - at least 
$500,000 and possibly more. ... If we hold it in May of 2012, 
which we could do at no added cost to taxpayers, it could raise 
a question of fairness. That is, would it be fair to put such far- 
reaching reforms before an electorate that typically comprises 
fewer than 15% of registered voters?”

and saturation coverage on TV) draw many 
more voters than local elections. The latter is 
also one reason the charter proposals would 
move the city elections - of all council mem- 
bers, for four-year terms - to coincide with 
presidential Novembers. Presumably many 
more people would vote, and it would also 
save money by simply reducing the total 
number of elections. 

Passions on the Simmer 

In this context, such musings normally 
trigger a columnist’s rote obligation to lec- 
ture his readers on the sacred obligation to 
take part in the hallowed tradition of voting, 
etc., etc., etc. While I do think folks should 
take the time to review the council candi- 
dates and vote (see our endorsements, p.6, 
and Wells Dunbar’s coverage, p.24), as deliv- 
erer or receiver I’ve never found moral lec- 
tures terribly persuasive, and I suppose my 
neighbors can provide a thousand apparently 
good reasons why they 
couldn’t make it to the polls 
over the next two weeks of 
early voting (May 2-10) or on 
Saturday, May 14. 

Last night I read an inter- 
view with political consultant 
David Butts, who cited the 
standard explanations for 
turnout decline and also offered this: “After 
the ’92 SOS election and then the ’97 elec- 
tion of Kirk Watson and the ‘green council,”’ 
he said, “voters have more or less concluded 
that the direction they wanted the city to go 
in has been achieved. Conflicts have gone 
from a raging fire to a simmer. It has become 
more of a battle between the different fac- 
tions within the progressive community, so 
it’s a little harder for voters to discern who’s 
who in the races.” (“On the Record With 
Diane Holloway,” on the Travis County 
Democratic Party blog.) 

Of course, campaign partisans have a stake 
in turning simmers back into raging fires, a 
process currently under way in the Place 3 
council race between incumbent Randi Shade 
and challenger Kathie Tovo - where the sub- 
stantive policy differences are frankly unre- 
markable. Butts is currently helping Tovo, 
and as a campaign matter, ironically, she’s 
likely to be much better off with a low turn- 


out - in a potential run-off with Shade, the 
even tinier electorate will expand the impor- 
tance of the most central city boxes, where 
Tovo’s support is presumably stronger or at 
least more persistent. 

Double or Nothing 

Although the engaged political consen- 
sus has been for years that single-member 
districts are definitely the way to go (the 
standard proposals are for a mixed geo- 
graphic and at-large system), the voting 
public has yawned at the planning and 
repeatedly rejected the idea at the polls. I 
asked Leffingwell if he thought this effort 
- whether it happens next year, as he thinks 
best, or this fall, as has been suggested by 
more impatient proponents - would have 
any better chances of success. (There is 
also state legislation pending that could 
impose the change.) “I think the difference 
this time,” he said, “is that people in the 
northwest and southwest 
are also complaining that 
they are not represented 
on council - which is true; 
all the current members 
are from the central city. 
And if that feeling joins 
with the traditional sup- 
porters [generally minority/ 
Eastside voters also feeling underrepre- 
sented] , it might make for an unusual alli- 
ance, but an effective one.” 

We’ll see. If a threatened ChangeAustin.org 
petition drive this summer forces the issue 
for November, a proposition for 14 or more 
districts might land on the ballot against a 
council proposition for a “6-2-1” system (six 
districts, two at-large, and the mayor). While 
that might not give voters much time to con- 
sider the eventual details, it might also give 
the ever-recurring idea a chance to squeak 
through this time, as a pick- one proposition. 
At least we’d finally get to see if single-mem- 
ber voters are any more interested than the 
current variety. ■

Did a proposed ordinance to regulate elec- 
tric cabs get pulled from last week’s City 
Council agenda because of legitimate con- 
cerns or a political vendetta? A former coun- 
cil candidate says it’s the latter, even though 
his onetime opponent - Council Member 
Randi Shade - wasn’t alone in getting the 
item pulled. 

Chris Nielsen, owner of Electric Cab of 
Austin, was briefly a declared candidate in 
the Place 3 race against Shade but never 
actually filed to run. Nielsen has been operat- 
ing the business for about three years, shut- 
tling people around the Downtown area on 
short trips in low-speed electric vehicles (a 
fancy golf cart, if you will). His drivers have 
been ticketed “about 200” times, he says, 
basically for operating a vehicle-for-hire ser- 
vice without the kinds of permits under which 
taxis and pedicabs work. But because the law 
doesn’t address LSEVs, Nielsen objects that 
“they can’t require us to have a permit that 
doesn’t exist.” He has been pushing for an 
ordinance that would regulate the types of 
vehicles he operates. 

At the direction of council, just such an 
ordinance was initially posted on last 
Thursday’s (April 21) agenda, but it was 
pulled during the Tuesday work session. 
Noting that the city’s Transportation 
Department is scheduled to conduct a com- 
prehensive review of the city’s transportation 
industry, Shade said, “I’m confused as to 
why we would introduce a new category 
before we’ve even had a chance to look at 
it.” The review is due to be completed in 
three to six months. 

After the item was pulled, Nielsen sent an 
email to the entire council decrying the 


move. “Low Speed 
Vehicles for Hire (item 
47) has been studied for 
3 years to ensure the 
safety of the vehicles 
and their operations in 
urban areas,” he wrote. 

“This particular ordi- 
nance has received the 
recommendation of the 
Urban Transportation 
Commission last month.” 

Nielsen then followed 
with a thinly veiled accu- 
sation: “Randi Shade’s 
suggestion that further 
study is needed is unwar- 
ranted and quite frankly 
the intent and timing of 
her actions yesterday are 
disturbing.” The Chronicle 
later asked Nielsen if “intent and timing” 
meant that Shade was retaliating against his 
aborted council run. “Obviously,” he replied. 

Asked for comment, Shade pointed out - 
correctly - that although she started the 
work session discussion, she received plenty 
of agreement that the ordinance needed fur- 
ther review. “We’d just as soon wait and do 
the comprehensive analysis,” said City 
Manager Marc Ott. Expressing concerns 
about how the electric vehicles fit into the 
city’s formula for allotting cab permits, Mayor 
Lee Leffingwell also wanted to wait, and 
Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez said, “This is 
going to have an impact on our cab industry.” 
Martinez opined that the cab industry helped 
create the demand for LSEVs by not accept- 
ing enough short trips, but still said, “My rec- 


ommendation is that we pull the item.” 

Council Member Sheryl Cole agreed. 

Nielsen said that the issue has been 
pushed to council by the Urban 
Transportation Commission and pushed back 
several times already. “It’s been three years,” 
said Nielsen, who is 31. “I hope I’m not 55 
waiting on another study.” 

“He’s chosen to launch a business in a 
highly regulated field,” said Shade. “That’s his 
choice.” Shade says she’s heard a lot of oppo- 
sition to the proposed ordinance from taxicab 
and pedicab operators. “It’s not like he’s the 
only person with an opinion on this issue.” 

As to her alleged political motivations, she 
said, “I don’t make decisions based on poli- 
tics; I make decisions based on policy.”

Spring Council Elections Highs and Lows by Decade 


The city of Austin website features a handy election history 
database reaching back all the way to 1840, with fairly consis- 
tent data on council elections beginning with the 1920s (check 
it out at www.cityofaustin.org/election). A quick glimpse shows that 
registered Austin voters have always been a fickle bunch, 
showing up in droves one election year and then barely making 
a peep the next. Shown here is each decade’s highest and 
lowest voter turnout for spring council elections during the last 
90 years. It’s worth noting that over the last three decades, 
voter turnout for City Council elections has declined by more 
than 20%, not just in Austin but in most major U.S. cities. For 
more, visit Austin Community College’s Center for Public 
Policy and Political Studies website at www.austincc.edu/cppps 
and look under “Resources.”

AISD Tax Relief 
vs. Teacher Relief 

The Austin Independent School 
District is facing a budget that could wreck 
classroom quality and employment levels for 
years to come. Yet, if citizens’ communica- 
tion at the last board meeting is any gauge, 
the real budget concern for Austinites is 
historic property tax exemptions. 

At their April 25 board meeting, trustees 
set aside an hour of extra time for resi- 
dents to give their input on the 2011-12 
school budget. The House and Senate are 
still considering major cuts to spending as 
well as funding formulas that could strip 
potentially tens of millions of dollars more 
out of the district budget. Last September, 
the board voted to suspend the tax break 
for historic properties - 50% for residential 
and 25% for commercial - to help fill the 
district’s financial hole. And more than half 
of the 20 speakers at Monday’s meeting 
were there to ask the board to restore the 
exemption, arguing that the protection of 
older buildings is more culturally and eco- 
nomically significant than any potential rev- 
enue for the district. 

The board of trustees is already 
reviewing last year’s decision and has 
asked staff to study possible reforms, 
including the impact of using state rather 
than local historical designations. No 
date has been set for a decision on 
whether to bring the exemption back into 
effect, but both Charles Betts, execu- 
tive director of the Downtown Austin 
Alliance, and August Harris, second 
vice president of the Heritage Society 
of Austin, specifically requested that 
the board wait for the Historic 
Landmark Commission to make its rec- 
ommendations to council regarding the 
city’s exemption policy on April 28 before 
making any decisions. 

Repeated through the night was a 
refrain that the exemption only costs the 
district $100,000 extra for teaching. In 
fact, that number is a bit misleading. Due 
to the complexities of the state public 
education system, it’s true that the dis- 
trict would only keep a fraction of the 
$1.8 million extra it would collect. But 
altogether, AISD would net about 
$373,000. About $278,000 of that would 
go to bond repayment, leaving about 
$95,000 for maintenance and operations 
spending; money for teaching would be a 
portion of that. 

That fiscal argument did not impress 
former AISD reading specialist Debbie 
Hamerly, who asked trustees to take 
more local responsibility for district financ- 
es and call a tax ratification election on 
June 18. As for the historic exemptions, 
she told the board that she had looked 
through the core principles in the district’s 
strategic plan, “and nowhere is found the 
phrase ‘tax relief.’”

House: Livin’ on a Pair 


For Travis County state reps, two is the magic number. Four of the six local 
reps managed to get a pair of bills each out of the Flouse and into the Senate 
before the Easter break, and that deadline may turn out to be an important one 
for getting a bill passed. From here on, the calendar gets tight. The next key date 
is May 12 - the last day for Flouse committees to report Flouse bills and joint res- 
olutions for a full debate before the entire chamber. Last session, lawmakers were 
getting bills passed that did not even reach the Senate until mid-May, but the 82nd 
Lege is working on a much rougher time frame. The rush to push through Gov. Rick Perry’s 
emergency items - the ultrasound bill, voter ID, and eminent domain - slowed the session to a 
crawl before it even really began, causing a massive backlog and a late start for many commit- 
tees. Now, with little more than a month before the chambers call sine die and end the session 
on May 30, two significant issues remain. Both the huge divide between the Flouse and Senate 
draft budgets and the infighting over redistricting look unlikely to be resolved before the summer, 
leaving little time to pass anything else. 

Not that the lack of major legislation is too surprising. Even in a good year, Travis County 
Democrat Rep. Donna Howard said, “It’s by design that we pass as few bills as possible.” 
However, with a crushing budget predicament facing both chambers, any new spending is off 
the table. Howard added, “There’s nothing that’s going to pass with a fiscal note attached.”

MARK STRAMA, HD 50 

Strama is one of several authors of HB 6, 
which would mark a significant change to 
textbook purchasing in Texas.

The Pflugerville lawmaker took time away 
from her House Appropriations Committee 
duties to shepherd two bills to the Senate. 
House Bill 942 
removes the 
requirement for 
school districts 
to post a bond 
before filing a civil 
suit, while HB 943 
creates better pro- 
tocols for inter- 
agency communica- 
tion when reporting 
a missing child. 

She has also had 
one big loss: She was a joint author on HB 
115, the bill that would have created an Inno- 
cence Commission, which nearly made it 
out of the House but died on reconsideration. 



DONNA HOWARD, HD 48 

Howard also has two bills in the Senate, 
one increasing paperwork and one decreas- 
ing it. The upper chamber’s Education Com-

rule changes. HB 
555 is designed to 
take some admin- 
istrative pressure 
off Texas Parks & 

Wildlife staff. The 
state requires 
rangers to file 
reports on all boat 
accidents with 
damages amount- 
ing to more than $500, but the U.S. Coast 
Guard rejects any report valued at less than 
$2,000. Matching the federal standard 
should ease the strain. 



ELLIOTT NAISHTAT, HD 49 

The House Human Services Committee 
veteran’s two bills in the Senate both deal 
with how law enforcement interacts with 
mental health 
care. HB 1779 
would clear up a 
legal gray area by 
exempting social 
workers from the 
requirement that 
they be licensed as 
private investigators 
in order to be hired 
by a court or 
defense attorney.

Senate: No Time To Kill 

On the Senate side of the Travis delegation, the most noteworthy news has been headlining 
failures rather than successes, but both senators have moved several bills over to the House, 
so there’s still a little time to change that before the clock runs out. The bills will need to 
move soon, though - only a few of them have landed in committee. 


KIRK WATSON, 

Senate District 14 

Watson has had too 
many bills make it to 
the House to list here, 
but more noteworthy is 
what didn’t make it. 

Before the session, the 
Austin senator touted 
Senate Bills 695 
through 708, crafted to increase budget 
transparency and end the “toxic mix of 
debt, diversions, and deception” that he says 
helped get the state in its current financial 
mess. Thus far, SB 701 is the only one to 
even get out of committee, and is waiting in 
the House for referral. The bill would require 
state agencies to post “high-value data sets” 


(data that “is critical to the financial and pro- 
grammatic function” of the agency) online in 
a raw format that the public can download. 

Otherwise, most of the bills that have got- 
ten farthest down the road are either low-pro- 
file or bills on which he’s one of multiple 
authors. An example of the former would be 
SB 1187, which made it out of House commit- 
tee. It would make lis pendens - legal notices 
signifying that a piece of property is the sub- 
ject of a lawsuit - immediately available for 
public access; they currently are not. An exam- 
ple of the latter would be SB 24 - strengthen- 
ing laws against human trafficking - which 
has already been signed by the governor. One 
of Watson’s highest-profile bills, SB 407, which 
would create criminal penalties against “sex- 
ting” - sending sexually explicit text messag- 
es - is waiting for House committee referral. 



tee Vice Chair Kirk Watson. HB 993 is 
intended to improve safety for firefighters 
by allowing them to close lanes on a road or 
highway during an emergency - a power that, 
rather surprisingly, they do not already have. 
The committee has already taken up HB 885, 
which is intended to encourage the use of 
pedestrian hybrid beacons at intersec- 
tions; studies suggest these special cross- 
ing signs may decrease accidents. Rodriguez 
got two more bills to the Senate before 
Easter: HB 213 requires mortgage provid- 
ers to keep better records for loans not pro- 
tected by the Real Estate Settlement 
Procedures Act, while HB 499 tweaks the 
rules about delinquent property taxes. 

PAUL WORKMAN, HD 47 

It is a slow start for the Republican fresh- 
man, who has a single bill in the Senate, 
regarding cases in which people are acquit- 
ted of crimes on grounds of insanity. There 
can sometimes be a delay in informing a vic- 
tim if and when a perpetrator is to be 
released from a mental health facility; HB 
2124, currently 
with the Senate 
Criminal Justice 
Committee, would 
make the head of 
the releasing medi- 
cal facility or out- 
patient program 
responsible for 
informing the vic- 
tim. Workman has 
one more bill wait- 
ing to go to the 
Senate: HB 1174, 
passed by the 
House just before 
Easter, would allow 
county commis- 
sioners to delegate 
the power to lift a burn ban to either a coun- 
ty judge or fire marshal. - Richard Whittaker 



JEFF WENTWORTH, SD 25 

Although a San Antonian, Wentworth repre- 
sents a large chunk of South Austin. As with 
Watson, his highest-profile legislation got 
shot down, so to speak, before ever getting 
to the House - including SB 354, which 
would have allowed licensed, concealed 
handguns on college and university campus- 
es - and instead got stuck on the Senate 
floor. And as always, his bill to take congres- 
sional redistricting out of the hands of the 
Legislature (SB 196 this time) got nowhere. 

The Wentworth bill closest to becoming law 
is SB 914, currently in the House Local & 
Consent Calendars Committee (a step away 
from a House floor vote and almost certain 
passage). The bill would clarify that “certain 
multi-county districts with the power of a river 
authority” are exempt from having to apply to 
the Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality for engineering review and bond 
approval for financing regional wastewater 
projects, on the assumption that such agen- 
cies are usually experienced in such projects.

After Texas has lost nearly two million acres and 
the lives of two firefighters to wildfires this year, it 
would seem that Gov.

Music to Your Beers 

Texas microbrewers are closer than ever to being allowed to “sell” their prod- 
ucts at their own breweries. House Bill 602 - which technically still wouldn’t 
allow sales but would grant them permission to give away two six-packs after a 
paid brewery tour - passed the House last week after on-site sales bills in the 
previous two sessions died either in committee or on the House floor. Craft-beer 
lovers now must hope the Senate finds the bill worthy of its time before the leg- 
islative session closes at the end of May. A bill that would allow true on-site 
sales, HB 2436, is stuck in committee and unlikely to pass due to opposition 
from the Wholesale Beer Distributors of Texas, as is HB 660, which would 
allow brewpubs (restaurants that brew their own beer) to sell their beer off 
premises - a privilege currently afforded only to out-of-state brewpubs.

Puppy Love at the Lege 

With Longview GOP Rep. David Simpson still intent on trying to defeat the 
measure, a bill to outlaw unregulated large-scale dog and cat breeding opera- 
tions passed the Texas House on a vote of 95-44 on Wednesday. HB 1451, by 
Rep. Senfronia Thompson, D-Houston, seeks to end the cruel and inhumane 
practices of so-called “puppy mill” breeding operations. It requires regulation 
and inspection of large breeding operations and requires breeders to provide 
sufficient cage space, exercise, food, and water for the animals. Simpson tried 
to derail the bill - twice by having it pulled from the Local & Consent Calendar 
- which earned the ire of a number of lawmakers and prompted several to pull 
their co-sponsorhip from Simpson’s bills. - Jordan Smith 
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Will Holly Pass Muster at Council? 


A proposed multimillion-dollar contract dis- 
tinguished by its lingering controversy is back 
on the City Council agenda today (Thursday, 
April 28), with city staff making another effort 
to obtain the council’s blessing to negotiate a 
demolition deal on the Holly Street Power 
Plant. (Late Wednesday we learned the item 
was postponed till May 12.) 

The staff’s selection, TRC Environmental 
Corp., says it can do the job for $11.5 mil- 
lion - a price reduction of more than half its 
bid last year of $24.9 million, which still 
landed the company in the No. 1 slot for the 
contract. A public stink ensued over the 
high price, so the city rebid the project and 
settled again on TRC, stirring another dust- 
up that played out at the April 18 meeting 
of the Electric Utility Commission, which 
kicked it to council without a recommenda- 
tion. “If I had people submit bids to do work 
on my own home, and after they rebid it 
they cut [the price] in half, I’m not sure I’d 
want to do business with them,” EUC Chair 
Phillip Schmandt said at the meeting. 

Barring a postponement, staffers oversee- 
ing the bid process will likely be asked to 
explain their selection when the council con- 
venes its regular meeting today - this time 
at South Austin’s Crockett High School, 
located at Stassney and Manchaca. The first 
bid process sparked formal complaints from 
No. 2 bidder Dixie Demolition and last- 
place competitor NCM Demolition and 
Remediation. NCM followed up with a law- 
suit, which was dismissed. In the ongoing 
proceedings, Dixie, which again placed sec- 
ond in the scoring, is laying low, and compa- 
ny officials have not responded to Chronicle 
requests for comment. NCM representatives 
have publicly questioned the city’s selection 
of TRC but said they’ll wait for council action 
to determine their next move. 

Anticipating queries from council at 
today’s meeting, Assistant City Manager 


Rudy Garza asked TRC to submit a letter 
to explain its substantial price drop. In an 
April 22 memo to the city’s Contract and 
Land Management Department, which 
Garza oversees, TRC laid out several points 
that led to its ability to whittle its bid by 
more than 50%. TRC said the city’s revi- 
sions to its second request for proposals 
served as an impetus to lower its bid price. 
To start with, the city eliminated its required 
$5 million credit for recycling of salvage 
and scrap materials, reducing the original 
$24.9 million cost to $19.9 million. 

“In our original proposal,” the memo 
states, “we assumed that non-asbestos 
materials would need to be removed as if 
they contained asbestos.” Freed from those 
presumed restrictions, TRC said it was able 
to lop an additional $3 million off its price. 
Additionally, market forces in the salvage 
and scrap metal industry improved between 
the first and second bid proposals, leading 
to another cut of almost $3 million. Other 
factors helped TRC pare down the bid, com- 
pany officials said, including the hiring of 
additional local subcontractors and workers 
from the East Austin neighborhoods sur- 
rounding the power plant. “TRC and its sub- 
contractors are confident that we can per- 
form this project safely,” the company 
vowed in its letter. (Both NCM and Dixie 
had previously pointed out that TRC should 
be held to greater safety standards 
because of a high-profile job accident 
involving a worker fatality. The case is cur- 
rently in settlement negotiations.) 

With the high cost of TRC’s bid emerging 
as a chief concern in the first round of pro- 
posals, staff members revised the scoring 
matrix to add more weight to the bid price 
in the second round, giving TRC the advan- 
tage with its low-bid offer. 

“We took the city’s message to heart and 
took the rebid as an opportunity to restruc- 


ture the proposal,” said TRC project manag- 
er Mike Holder. “We’ve done this twice 
now, and from two different perspectives.” 
Holder took issue with criticisms that the 
city is giving preferred treatment to TRC - 
first with the opportunity to rebid, followed 
by another opportunity to explain in writing 
its significant price drop. TRC provided the 
city with the best proposal in both rounds 
of the bidding process, Holder said. 

Even though TRC is California-based, the 
company maintains an office in Austin, 
where it has developed political and com- 
munity ties to the city and the Holly Street 
neighborhood. That connection also 
appears to weigh in its favor, and Holder 
points to his company’s extensive outreach 
efforts with residents who live near the 
power plant. Additionally, Paul Saldana, a 
consultant on the TRC team, grew up in the 
neighborhood, as did members of the prom- 
inent Limon family, part of which owns a 
trucking company that will provide hauling 
on the project if TRC gets the contract. 
Saldana also noted TRC has done signifi- 
cant work toward building relationships with 
local African-American contractors - chief 
among them longtime contractor and advo- 
cate Carol Hadnot. 

While it’s uncertain how the TRC matter 
will play out at the council meeting, what is 
certain is the council’s unspoken desire to 
have this issue settled and moved out of 
the spotlight before voters go to the polls 
May 14 to decide three open council seats. 
Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez - who has 
the luxury of not running for re-election 
this year - wasted no time Tuesday sound- 
ing off on his Facebook page, in response 
to a fretful Austin American-Statesman edi- 
torial. “I have lots of questions that I will 
be asking this morning during the council 
work session,” he wrote. “I am not too 
happy with the way things unfolded. Time 
to find out why and how ... and fix it.”

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Drug Court: No Silver Bullet 


Let’s face it: America has a drug problem. Perhaps the big- 
gest part of this problem is how we choose to address it. 
Roughly 1.6 million drug users are arrested each year, 
according to FBI statistics - the vast majority for simple pos- 
session - and the overwhelming response is to process drug 
users through the criminal justice system, where they may or 
may not actually receive treatment. 

Still, there is a subset of individuals who, during the last 
20 years, have been able to escape that fate. With the 
advent in the early Nineties of “drug court,” some have been 
given an opportunity to stay out of jail, get into treat- 
ment, and, in some cases, have the original charges 
against them dismissed. Travis County has one of 
the nation’s oldest drug courts, begun in 1993 
and presided over by Judge Joel Bennett, a true 
believer in the model - a program of mandated 
treatment, strong judicial oversight, and sanctions 
for noncompliance. To judge by the results of a 
2009 study by the Council of State Governments 
Justice Center, the local program has been success- 
ful: More than half of the 340 participants during 2005 
and 2006 successfully completed the program, and only 27% 
of those went on to reoffend. The recidivism rate was far 
higher for dropouts (69%) and for those, in a comparison 
group, who did not go through drug court at all (50%). 

People’s lives have been changed in this program, says 
Bennett, and the group is joined by a common thread: They 
want to be sober. 

But that isn’t the overall experience in the nation’s more 
than 2,000 drug courts, argues the Drug Policy Alliance, 
which in March published a new report, “Drug Courts Are Not 
the Answer.” Criticisms of drug courts have 
been around as long as the programs. 

Many are accused of cherry-picking partici- 
pants most likely to succeed - including 
casual users popped for possession but 
who don’t necessarily have a drug problem 
(and therefore constitute a misuse of 
scarce treatment resources). Critics also 
charge that drug courts equate “treatment” 
with “punishment” (a poor public health 
strategy) and are not standardized (leaving 
individual judges to rule the roost). These 
shortcomings have occasionally led to big 
problems for participants. (For example, some - after lan- 
guishing in the program for years - have then been sanc- 
tioned for a rules infraction and sent to jail for far more time 
than would have been imposed had they simply pleaded guilty 
originally.) Moreover, the program lacks far-reaching impact 
because the number of people accepted is so small relative 
to the number charged with drug possession. 

According to the DPA, there is no doubt that drug courts 
do some good. But the question is this: Are drug courts 
“good social policy as compared with other available 
approaches to addressing drug use”? According to the DPA,

the U.S. needs to get outside the drug-war box and rethink 
drug use as a public health issue. “We have not argued in 
the report for the elimination of drug courts,” says one of the 
report authors, Margaret Dooley-Sammuli, Southern 
California’s deputy state director for the DPA. “But we want 
to put them into the continuum of services.” Why are drug 
users in the criminal justice system at all, she asks, if “the 
only issue is their drug use?” 

That’s a good question. While drug courts should be a part 
of the system, they should be reserved for individuals 

expressing criminal behaviors driven by drug use - 
say, cases of theft or burglary. At present, most 
drug court programs ban participation by individ- 
uals without previous criminal justice system 
contact or who are facing concurrent charges - 
even if nonviolent in nature. In all, DPA believes 
that public health - not punishment - should 
be the focus of our approach to drug use and 
abuse, much the way it is in countries such as 
Portugal, where decriminalization has not led to an 
onslaught of new drug use or drug tourism, contrary 
to fears expressed by decriminalization opponents. 

Absent a paradigm shift that radical, however, there are 
plenty of modest improvements that can be made. Take 
Senate Bill 1076 by Sen. Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, which 
seeks to divert potentially thousands of low-level drug users 
from prison into treatment and other services. Here’s how it 
would work: A person would be charged with drug possession 
and plead guilty; a judge would assess the case and sen- 
tence the person to probation, where a course of specialized 
treatment would be prescribed - drug treatment, job training, 
etc. Violations would lead to progressive 
sanctions, with confinement imposed only 
as a last resort. Consider it an expansion 
of the drug court idea. Or - as Ana 
Yanez-Correa, executive director of the 
Texas Criminal Justice Coalition, calls it 
- “a blueprint” for reforming the way the 
state handles these low-level offenders. 

In 2010, 22,000 new inmates were 
sent to Texas prisons for drug offenses - 
a whopping 73% of those for mere posses- 
sion - at an annual cost of more than 
$18,500 per inmate. That’s a lot of dough 
- money that the state, facing its $27 billion budget shortfall, 
simply doesn’t have to dole out. And it’s especially wasteful 
when you consider that these are nonviolent offenders. In 
other words, we’re spending hand over fist to lock up people 
we’re simply “mad at,” which reduces space for those we’re 
actually “afraid of.” Ellis’ bill is applauded by many in the 
criminal justice system - including Dallas’ venerable Judge 
John Creuzot, who oversees that county’s drug court. The 
bill uses evidence-based research and practices to “move the 
ball down the road just a little bit farther” toward providing 
treatment for those who need it and ensuring we’re spending 



money to lock up the right people, he told the Senate 
Criminal Justice Committee. A modest proposal, yet the bill 
remains in committee, its future uncertain, in part because of 
push-back from prosecutors. 

That is a shame. Ellis’ bill represents an opportunity for 
policymakers to figure out exactly where the treatment infra- 
structure in Texas is weak, or lacking entirely. Under the bill, 
judges would have to document the lack of resources keeping 
them from imposing the bill’s provisions. Moreover, if suc- 
cessful, the law could be expanded to serve others accused 
not just of possession, say, but of crimes often associated 
with drug addiction. It’s exactly the sort of program that 
Dooley-Sammuli believes is a better model than drug courts. 
Probation-based systems are statutory, which helps avoid the 
cherry-picking problem, and they’re less expensive. In Texas, 
probation and treatment services cost just $3,227 per client, 
per year. And probation-based systems “retain more separa- 
tion between the criminal justice system and the health sys- 
tem,” she says. Indiana has passed a law similar to the one 
proposed here, as have Kentucky and New York; and in 
California, where voters in 2000 passed Proposition 36, a 
treatment-not-jail initiative, the number of individuals incarcer- 
ated for simple possession has dropped by 55%. “This is a 
very small step toward addressing a very large problem,” says 
Yanez-Correa. “Even though it is a valuable step ... the chal- 
lenge we still have is that the voice of the prosecutors [cur- 
rently outweighs] everyone else.” - Jordan Smith 


Planet Crosswise 

From the Department of Emotions Run So High Because the 
Stakes Are So Low: The city of Bee Cave is still fighting to stop 
Planet K from opening its doors at a building it owns on Highway 
71 at Bee Caves Road. First, the city banned outdoor murals (way 
to stick it to the public art crowd, y’all!) to stop the store owner 
from having veteran Austin artist Kerry Awn paint a landscape mural on the side of the building (see 
“Banned in Bee Cave,” April 15). Now, according to Fox 7, the city has filed a temporary restraining 
order to stop the shop from moving in. The fight over the smoke and gift shop has been emotional, 
judging by comments posted on the Bee Cave Bee website. One opponent wrote, “Keep AUSTIN weird” 
and “keep Bee Cave NORMAL.” Another declared that the city’s move to keep Planet K out of town is 
actually about upholding the Constitution. At the end of the day, it seems the anti-Planet K sentiment 
is largely about fear that the shop’s image will somehow degrade the overall quality of shoppers flock- 
ing to this burgeoning city of malls - and we can’t have that now, can we? - J.S. 


Half-Dead or Half-Life? 

NRG Energy announced last week that it no longer plans to pursue expansion of the South Texas 
Project at Matagorda Bay - seemingly good news for local critics of the nuclear expansion. But on 
Tuesday, those critics marked the 25th anniversary of the Chernobyl disaster with a renewed protest 
against NRG, this time calling for the company to withdraw its applications for a reactor license and 
federal loan guarantees for the project. NRG subsidiary Nuclear Innovation of North America is 
going forward with the application process - which it began in 2007 - despite NRG’s plans to no 
longer invest in the project. According to a press release from the Solar Sf Nuclear No coalition - 
which includes the SEED Coalition, the Texas Campaign for the Environment, and Public Citizen, 
among many other organizations - that leaves open the possibility for another company to “come 
in, buy out the project and move forward with additional reactors.” The coalition is also calling for 
NRG to halt efforts to relicense STP’s two existing reactors - in which Austin Energy owns a 16% 
share - for an additional 20 years beyond their current retirement dates (2027 and 2028). For 
more, see www.solarsinuclearno.org.

BUGS BENEDICT? BEE 
STROGANOFF? 

An entomologist has seen the future of 
food, and - surprise! - it’s not what or 
where you might think it would be. “The 
Netherlands,” exclaims the professor, 
“wants to be in the forefront of food.” 

By “forefront,” he’s talking about waaay out 
there - all the way to buffalo worms, locusts, 
caterpillars, crickets, and other insects for 
human consumption. Just as the American 
West had its cowboys, this new food world 
will have bug boys wrangling great herds of 
crawling and squirming critters to market. A 
ranch of creepers and crawlers might not 
have quite the same romantic appeal as a 
cattle ranch, but the bugs are said to pack a 
protein punch that is healthier than steak 
and far lighter on the environment. So let’s 
all gather around the campfire and sing: “Oh 
give me a home, where buffalo worms roam, 
and the crickets and caterpillars play!” 

Insect edibles are already a common source 
of protein in Japan, Mexico, Africa, and else- 
where and are now appearing in Dutch super- 
markets and restaurants. Thinking big, a group 
of insect breeders and farmers has formed a 
trade group to promote the product and help 
set health standards for raising and selling it. 

There is, however, the “ugh” factor. To 
help overcome this, a major Dutch super- 
market recently offered a sampling of such 
items as mealworms in chocolate, “Bug 
Nuggets,” and crispy whole crickets for 
snacking. As the entomologist put it, the 
Europeans’ instinctive rejection of biting into 
a bug is “an acquired abhorrence,” adding 
that “children have no problem eating 
them.” It’ll only take four or five years for 
consumers to buy into the insect future, he 
predicts: “It’s all in the mind.” 

Plus, this shift can be a big boon for our 
environment. If bug cuisine catches on, 
instead of people spraying their yards and 
gardens with assorted doses of pesticides, 
they can just reach for cooking oil! 


TEA PARTY TOYS WITH CONSUMER 
PROTECTION 

In assessing today’s politics and public 
policy, it’s always helpful to reflect back on 
previous experiences in our nation’s long 
history - way back to, say, 2007. 

It seems so long ago, doesn’t it? But you 
might remember it as “the year of the 
recall.” Four summers ago, millions of toys, 
cribs, and other products made in China had 
to be pulled from store shelves by Mattel 
and other marketers because they contained 
lead, toxic paint, or other dangers. Public out- 
rage forced a big bipartisan majority of law- 
makers in 2008 to beef up the staffing and 
enforcement authority of the then-dormant 
Consumer Product Safety Commission. 
Congress gave a strong and clear mandate 
to CPSC to protect our children from being 
poisoned or maimed by these products. 

How’s that working out, you ask? Well, that 
was then, and now it’s another story. 
Emboldened by demands from tea party 
Republicans that Congress reduce “big gov- 
ernment,” toy industry lobbyists are crying that 
the safety commission’s new rules are too 
intrusive, too costly, too onerous ... too much. 
In particular, the industry wants to kill a public 
database that CPSC set up so consumers 
themselves can report any product hazards 
they find and can search for injury reports on 
a particular product before buying it. 

This is an effective, low-cost way of polic- 
ing product safety because it directly 
empowers us consumers in the market- 
place. Of course, the corporate powers hate 
that. So, sure enough, one of the newly 
minted tea party Republicans, Mike 
Pompeo of Kansas, rushed to soothe the 
fevered brow of the corporate interests. His 
amendment in the House cuts all of the 
funding ($3 million this year) for our con- 
sumer database. 

So, in keeping with today’s politically cor- 
rect ideology, the toy boys get small govern- 
ment, and children get small protection.

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Shade, Tovo, Nofziger race most watched and closely contested

Local election campaigns have been notori- 
ously unexciting of late: Unchallenged incum- 
bents. Token opponents. Abysmal voter turn- 
out. Our last City Council contest, in 2009, 
which filled the mayoral chair and three coun- 
cil seats, garnered a whopping 13% of regis- 
tered voters, or 7.5% of the population. 

In that context, it’s amazing that this springs 
city campaign features an actual race. While 
Place 1 and Place 4 incumbents Chris Riley and 
Laura Morrison - barring a campaign gaffe as 
sensational as trampling a salamander at the 
Austin Environmental Forum - are essentially 
coasting to re-election, Place 3 Council Member 
Randi Shade’s fate is not nearly as assured. 
Despite being a cash-flush incumbent, Shade 
heads into election day vulnerable on 
political and personal fronts. That’s 
pardy a product of her swing vote 
on some controversial issues, 
most prominently the Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4 project 
and the settlement with the 
family of Nathaniel Sanders II. 

More recendy, there’s the public 
relations fallout of some embarrass 
ing emails criticizing speakers at City 
Hall, released in the wake of the media 
fracas over whether council members were 
meeting or communicating inappropriately. 

After months of speculation over whether 
Shade would face a viable opponent - and 
before the email headlines, it looked unlikely - 
she now faces two. Challenger Kathie Tovo, 
tested in the world of neighborhood politics (as 
a leader of the Bouldin Creek Neighborhood 
Association and the Austin Neighborhoods 
Council as well as a planning commissioner), 
has also been intimately involved with a current 
hot issue - public schools - having advocated 
against school closures on the Austin 
Independent School District’s Facility Master 
Plan Task Force. Nor can we discount alto- 
gether the candidacy of Max Nofziger, who as a 
former council member (1987-1996) enjoys 
high name recognition among the voting popu- 
lation and is a woolly reminder of the council’s 
none-too-distant but radically different past.

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Kris Bailey is also running for Place 3. Bailey 
ran as the Libertarian candidate in last year’s 
House District 47 race and has espoused a simi- 
lar call for limited government. He’s campaigned 
on a policy of non-enforcement of marijuana 
laws, arguing police resources could better be 
directed elsewhere (although how he plans to 
affect that change remains to be seen). He’s also 
called for a similar streamlining of building code 
and sound permits. 

Where To Spend What 

With the budget crisis still pressing down 
from the federal level to the state and inevitably 
to the city, money’s on everybody’s mind; the 
city financial staff just announced that next 
year’s budget projections are once again in 
the red. Under those circumstances, 
Shade says maintaining core city 
services - “clean, safe neighbor- 
hoods, a park system that works, 
libraries” - will be her budget 
priorities this season, focusing 
on “the sort of meat-and-pota- 
toes stuff” the city provides. 
With the new council entering 
this budget season facing an antici- 
pated $10 million revenue gap, they’ll 
have their work cut out for them. Shade 
says every budget year since she’s been on the 
dais has been a challenge, and she points to 
various financial accomplishments she’s helped 
achieve: revamping the city’s social service con- 
tract spending, making the budget less depen- 
dent on volatile sales tax revenue, and last year, 
declining to raise property taxes to the “rollback” 
rate (the highest increase allowed without a spe- 
cial election). “It was important to acknowledge 
the fact that property values for the first time in 
a long time had actually gone down,” she says. 

Shade points to areas still needing improve- 
ment, foremost among them “budget creep.” 
“We go through this process on the budget, and 
then literally three weeks later, you start seeing 
items from council added to the budget,” she 
says, which in turn leads to hiring additional 
consultants and contractors since they weren’t 
vetted with other needs in the first place. She 


also notes that in looking for budget savings, 
she’ll be looking for efficiencies in departments 
like Code Compliance and the one-stop (permit- 
ting) shop, departments that don’t impact ser- 
vices as directly as libraries or parks. “It takes a 
little bit of time to figure out where are the levers 
that you can have some control over,” she says. 

On the budget, Tovo strikes a populist tone, 
calling for “a real change in how our council 
makes decisions about taxpayers’ dollars,” and 
citing “a host of what I would consider to be bad 
decisions that have increased costs for Austinites. ” 
For instance, she says: “I’d much rather put 
more money into the social services budget. . . . 
Before I vote for a subsidy for Formula One, I 
would increase our budget for basic services.” 
(In November, council voted unanimously to 
reimburse the $13.5 million cost of extending 
water and wastewater services to the FI site, 
with the understanding the city would recoup 
their costs through water sales; no other city 
subsidies have since been offered.) 

Nofziger describes city government as “top- 
heavy with management” and vows he would 
take a 10% pay cut as a council member. When 
he previously served on council he moved to cut 
council pay. “It was highly unpopular among 
[my] colleagues, but it passed.” Nofziger says 
it’s important for the leadership to share in sac- 
rifice, “so we’re not just handing out the hurt.” 

While all three candidates applaud greater 
scrutiny of the budget - the council is recently 
initiated the process with several additional, 


budget-related work sessions - they vary in 
their approaches to one cost driver: Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4. “I opposed it on coun- 
cil,” Nofziger says. “That was 23 years ago. 
Well, I’m back, WTP4’s back, and we still 
don’t really need it. I’d mothball it,” he says. 
“I think it’s at a place in its construction 
where we could put it on hold until we need 
it. When you bring on an enormous piece of 
infrastructure like that too early, the people 
are paying for it before they need it.” 

Shade, who joined Lee Leffingwell, Mike 
Martinez, and Sheryl Cole as the four votes to 
approve the project, says she’s somewhat con- 
founded that the issue’s still under debate. 
“My thought was when we voted it in 2009,” 
following a well-attended Palmer Events 
Center town hall debate, “the decision was 
made.” She recalls that at council’s next meet- 
ing, a vote on plant oversight passed unani- 
mously, and a vote on the actual contract 
passed 5-2, only Chris Riley and Laura Morri- 
son dissenting, and Bill Spelman voting aye 
and saying he was now dedicated to bringing 
WTP4 in “on time and with as low a budget as 
possible.” After that sequence, Shade says, she 
“shifted gears” to work with the most affected 
neighbors and to bring the project in effi- 
ciently and on time. And she says abandoning 
construction now would be “the height of fis- 
cal irresponsibility. ... [The project] would 
look like the Intel shell out on Lake Travis.”

Tovo takes the middle ground; she empha- 
sizes she “would not have voted for it,” but 
adds “at this point, we’ve got a very substan- 
tial economic investment, and that economic 
investment has to be protected.” 

Addressing Affordability 

The precarious economy casts its shadow 
over many city issues, perhaps none more so 
than Tovo’s signature concerns of neighborhood 
schools and neighborhood affordability. Those 
are interests Tovo developed serving on the 
Planning Commission for about a year and a 
half before resigning to run for council, and also 
serving on the city’s families and children task 
force, Austin ISD’s community committee on 
neighborhoods and schools, and, most recently, 
the AISD Facility Master Plan Task Force. It was 


there, in response to the controversial recom- 
mendation to close several local schools, that 
Tovo co-authored a report offering cost-saving 
alternatives to school closures (her co-author 
was community activist Susan Moffat, also the 
wife of Chronicle Publisher Nick Barbara). 

Tovo’s goal of “completing communities” - 
her ambition of “making sure we can have com- 
munities where people can live close to where 
they work,” equipped with amenities such as 
affordable child care and quality public schools 
- faces some steep challenges, including in her 
own neighborhood. As former Bouldin Creek 
Neighborhood Association president, Tovo’s 
aware of recently released census data showing, 
for example, that the 78704 ZIP code, which 
includes Bouldin Creek, decreased in popula- 
tion over the last decade, even as property val- 
ues rose and urban living became more popu- 


lar. The change in raw numbers suggests that 
Austin’s upscale inner-city neighborhoods may 
have become simply too expen- 
sive for families with children. 

Tovo says “there’s a host of 
complicated reasons” for the pop- 
ulation shift, but “certainly the 
cost of housing increases has had 
a lot to do with it.” One solution 
she offers to entice families back 
into the urban core is to encour- 
age multifamily design: “Families 
will live in a smaller space if it’s 
designed appropriately, if it’s 
designed for families in mind.” 

The obvious local example is the 
Mueller neighborhood, which has fostered a 
variety of mixed housing, but Tovo says the city 
is lacking the “knowledge base” found in cities 


like Portland, Ore., which, for instance, is host- 
ing a design competition incorporating court- 
yards and shared spaces into mul- 
tifamily developments - amenities 
more friendly to families. 

Tovo points to “family-friendly 
recommendations” that she was 
able, while on the Planning 
Commission, to incorporate into 
the Imagine Austin Comprehen- 
sive Plan’s vision statement, and 
that were then forwarded to the 
plan’s working groups for further 
development - “considering par- 
ticular safety needs of families with 
children” when contemplating 
street design, calls to increase the availability of 
quality education and child care, and, echoing 
Tovo’s campaign call, a proposal to “create com- 




Place l: Significant Minor Victories 

If it seems like Chris Riley was just up for election, he was, 
relatively speaking. Riley last ran in 2009, when he bested Perla 
Cavazos with a 66% showing. That campaign was to complete 
the final two years of Lee Leffingwell’s term, as Leffingwell 
decided to run for mayor. Should incumbent Riley win re-election 
- as is almost certainly assured - it would be his first full term. 

Riley calls the last two years “exciting and challenging.” For 
accomplishments, he’s quick to point to his involvement on 
regional transportation issues; he sits alongside Mayor Pro Tern 
Mike Martinez as one of two council members on the Capital 
Metro board (a duty that Riley likens to taking on a second job) 
and has worked with the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization and the Capital Area Council of Governments. 
That focus on urban issues carries over to initiatives including 
changes to zoning code, design, community gardens, and 
urban agriculture. “On a lot of little issues like that, it feels like 
we’ve achieved minor victories,” he says, “which actually add 
up to some pretty significant things.” He also lauds the city’s 
efforts to end chronic homelessness, saying “this is the first 
time I feel it’s really in reach.” 

Riley’s most viable opponent is Roger Chan, who served as 
assistant city manager from 2000 to 2002. Since then, Chan 
has held a variety of positions: “educator, business developer, 
sales executive, speech writer, public speaker, and public offi- 
cial,” as listed on his website. “Honestly, I’ve just been chomp- 
ing at the bit to straighten some of these things out,” he says, 
“because some of them are really simple.” 

The candidates are at loggerheads on urban rail. Known for 
using his bicycle as his primary personal transportation, Riley 
is naturally excited by the prospect of a rail election in 2012, 
with the caveat that rail is “not the silver bullet that’s going to 
solve all of our traffic issues,” but rather part of a multimodal 
system; additionally, he says rail’s proposed Riverside (to 
Austin-Bergstrom International Airport) route can “demon-

strate that significant growth can be accommodated right in 
one of our central corridors in a way that’s transit-friendly and 
provide appealing, walkable destinations.” Chan maintains rail 
will never work broadly in Austin because the city is too hilly 
(see “Trying To Catch the Chan Train,” April 22). 

Any potential rail project will be expensive, and with the city 
bracing for another tough budget year, Riley sees communica- 
tion and collaboration as key to 
solving funding woes: For 

instance, council’s ongoing over- 
haul of social service contracts, 
he said, may result in some part- 
nerships to assist programs at 
the financially troubled school 
district. Also, council work ses- 
sions tackling the budget on 
a “department-by-department 
basis” will be effective, he says. 

Chan argues budget woes can be 
solved by living within the city’s 
means. “From the national level 
to the state to the city, all of 
them are way overspent,” he 
says. “I’ve always had to five on 
a balanced budget.” 

Chan says many of the prob- 
lems affecting the city are easily 
fixable by getting the right peo- 
ple in place. He takes a quixotic 
view not only of the open meet- 
ings controversy that led to 
council’s premeeting work ses- 
sions, but also the open meet- 
ings complaint, if not the role of 
council itself. “They are a policy 
board; they are not an enforce- 
ment or administrative board - it 
is a part-time job. They should 
not be holding court like they’re the Supreme Court,” he says. 
“All these work sessions should be unnecessary if the person 
knows what they’re doing.” Chan also supports a change to 
single-member districts, but he maintains the switch must also 
be accompanied by a change to a strong-mayor form of govern- 



ment (under which the mayor replaces the city manager as 
chief executive) from our current council-city manager form. 
“Single-member districts and a strong-mayor form of govern- 
ment are not separate entities. They are indeed the same.” 
Riley doesn’t advocate changing the council-manager form of 
government but does support “moving to a mixed system of at- 
large and single-member districts.” On an issue SMDs are 
intended to facilitate - bringing new, neighborhood-based voices 
to City Hall - he remains suitably urbanist. Offering his pilot 
rezoning program of Airport Boulevard as an example, he cites 
contributions from the Congress for the New Urbanism as a 
new voice in civic debate, “because that is a particular perspec- 
tive on development regulations that is often different from the 
typical neighborhood approach. . . . You still have the same lead- 
ership running certain organizations - it’s the same faces, so I’m 

not suggesting we’re in a rad- 
ically different state of affairs 
than the past. But I do see 
more folks getting involved, 
and I feel hopeful about hav- 
ing a broader discussion on 
these issues in the future.” 
Riley’s sometimes arcane 
approach to policy matters 
was most tested in his 
response to the Nathaniel 
Sanders II police-shooting 
case, when he led an unsuc- 
cessful and much criticized 
motion to settle with the

Sanders family for $500,000 
- $250,000 less than the originally negotiated offer. “I wish the 
Sanders case had settled,” he says. “I remain hopeful that it will 
settle. ... At the time, it was my feeling the settlement that was 
on the table would not be seen in the spirit of a settlement 
where we ‘agree to disagree’ - it would’ve actually been seen 
as a victory for one side, and that was in part because of the 
comments on the counsel for the plaintiffs.” 

Two other candidates are running for Place 1. Josiah Ingalls first 
appeared on the political scene in 2009, finishing a distant fifth in 
a five-way campaign for mayor. He has called for more budget 
oversight, a reduction of “excessive bond spending,” an end to 
local funding of Capital Metro, and for opposition to installation 
of full-body scanners at the airport. He also calls for “a resolution 
that would mandate that the City posts full meeting minutes and 
full video footage of City Council meetings on the City’s website,” 
which in fact is current city practice. A fourth candidate, Norman 
Jacobson, filed with the city clerk but until recently had not made 
any public appearances; his few statements since have revolved 
around removing fluoride from Austin’s tap water. - WD. 
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plete neighborhoods across Austin with a mix 
of housing types and land uses, affordable 
housing and transportation options, and access 
to schools, retail, employment, community 
services, and parks and recreation options.” 
Pressed on how neighborhoods can respon- 
sibly incorporate growth - and whether neigh- 
borhood associations have in fact been willing 
to accommodate increased density - Tovo 
offers the example of Bouldin Creek’s negotia- 
tions with Fairfield Development, which 
occurred while she was neighborhood associ- 
ation president. Fairfield was poised to rede- 
velop the Town Lake 
Hyatt by adding two tow- 
ers. “They wanted an 
increase in entitlement, 
and some of my neigh- 
bors’ first reaction was 
‘no way,”’ she recalls. 

Instead, she remembers 
negotiating a resolution 
where, in exchange for 
the NA’s acquiescence to 
Fairfield’s request, the 
developers contributed 
to an affordable-housing 
fund administrated by 
the Bouldin Creek Com- 
munity Development 
Corporation. “The prop- 
erty changed hands soon 
after the zoning change 
and has not yet been 
redeveloped, ” Tovo notes. 

“If and when the site is 
redeveloped as per the 
proposal, the owners 
would make a contribu- 
tion. ... At the time of 
this negotiation, these 
were the highest afford- 
able housing ‘in-lieu-of 
fees, and I believe they 
still exceed those of any 
other project.” 

Shade offers a similarly 
nuanced perspective but 
says “the city’s land code 
has definitely driven up 
the cost of doing things 
like additions to your 
house - family-friendly 
options that make it easier for families to stay 
in the central part of the city.” She cites the 
city’s “McMansion” ordinance, limiting homes 
to the larger of 2,300 square feet or an alterna- 
tive floor-to-area ratio, as an example. “I’m 
from Dallas, and a McMansion is significantly 
bigger. ... We do land code changes [in 
Austin] pretty regularly and at a pretty quick 
clip without regard to the impact on afford- 
ability on exactly these kind of family-friendly 
housing options, be they multifamily or single 
family.” A broader issue, she says, is increas- 
ing community involvement in such planning 
issues. “That’s been the biggest challenge for 
me in my time at City Hall and a big motivator 
for me to run in the first place - and I think 
it’s why I have the opposition I have from the 


Austin Neighborhoods Council.” (The ANC 
endorsed Tovo, a former vice president of the 
association.) “There are many, many, many, 
many more people who are not engaged in 
that process than are engaged with the neigh- 
borhood associations,” Shade says. She offers 
an example from her own neighborhood, that 
of the Galaxy Cafe moving into a former 
Laundromat on West Lynn Street. “The Galaxy 
Cafe was something the neighborhood asso- 
ciation was against, [but] the vast majority of 
the neighborhood was actually in favor of it. 
... I think there are a lot of people who are 
troubled by the fact they 
want more density, more 
family-friendly options, 
but it’s too difficult to 
sometimes go through 
the arguments. So of 
course it’s easier to go 
buy a house in Circle C. 
That’s what happens.” 
Nofziger agrees that 
“rents are going up, the 
cost of housing is going 
up. Everything is.” In 
his judgment, however, 
city spending is largely 
to blame. On the cam- 
paign trail, he’s taken to 
toting around a graph 
charting Austin’s spend- 
ing over the years. From 
Austin’s founding in 
1839, he says, “it takes 
150 years to get to a 
billion-dollar budget - 1 
was on the council in 
1990, when we had a 
billion-dollar budget. It 
took 10 years after that 
to get to a $2 billion 
budget. Now we’re at a 
$2.8 [billion], $2.9 bil- 
lion budget” - and 
that’s not including 
additional capital proj- 
ects he opposes, like 
the proposed urban rail. 
(It’s also not adjusted 
for inflation, which 
would undoubtedly 
make for a much less 
sensational graph.) “I think a financial tsu- 
nami is headed our way,” Nofziger warns. 
“And I think we need to have people in place 
who have dealt with that before.” 

How To Run a Railroad 

About that rail election, proposed by 
Mayor Lee Leffingwell for fall 2012: Tovo and 
Shade both support the urban rail proposal 
in principle, though both have plenty of 
questions. Nofziger, however, played a prom- 
inent role in opposing Capital Metro’s initial 
2000 urban rail referendum, and he remains 
opposed to the latest version of the project. 

He does offer alternative proposals. Specif- 
ically, he envisions an array of electric vehi-

cle subsidies he believes will simultaneously 
boost the local economy by transforming Aus- 
tin into “the electric vehicle capital of the 
world.” He envisions a $60 million incentives 
program over the next three years, subsidiz- 
ing electric-powered bikes and cars for citi- 
zens and replacing Capital Metro’s current 
fleet with “battery-powered, smaller, more 
nimble buses.” (City Council appoints two 
members to the eight-member Cap Metro 
board, and he’d want to be one.) He also 
wants Cap Metro to offer free fares - likely to 
be a fairly uphill proposition after the agen- 
cy’s recent financial difficulties. Nofziger’s 
plan is more limited but undoubtedly much 
cheaper than a rail project, and, he adds, “we 
don’t have to wait a year and a half before we 
have an election on this.” 

Nofziger also proposes a grand solar power 
initiative for Austin Energy: a $500 million, 
10-year program installing solar panels on 
rooftops citywide, in a bid to make Austin 
also the nation’s photovoltaic capital. He 
envisions paying for the program by cutting 
the city’s ongoing investment in Austin 
Energy’s $2.3 billion biomass plant in East 


Texas and selling AE’s stake in the Fayette 
coal plant. If his solar proposals seemingly 
further Austin Energy’s identity crisis of try- 
ing to be a money-earner and conservation 
booster simultaneously, Nofziger says the 
utility can recoup its solar investments and 
outsourcing by selling additional electricity 
... to power all of those electric cars, bringing 
his vision full circle. It’s admittedly a little 
far-fetched, but honestly - who’s to say a 
billion-dollar rail line isn’t? 

Tovo says she supports “a public transporta- 
tion system that includes urban rail,” but still 
has several questions: management, funding, 
etc. - many of the same questions currently 
under review by city staff. “It is too expensive 
of a project to fall on the backs of Austin tax- 
payers,” she says, calling for federal funds and 
partnerships to help offset the cost. 

For her part, Shade has “a lot of concerns 
about the rail proposal as it’s currently 
being discussed,” including the discussion 
itself. “When I ran in 2008, Brewster 
[McCracken] and Will [Wynn] called for an 
election. And when Lee [Leffingwell] was 
running for mayor, he called for it. I wish we 


wouldn’t do that [ahead of schedule]. ... 
Obviously it’s something the voters should 
vote on, but you don’t want to put some- 
thing out there that doesn’t answer the 
30-odd questions that have been raised.” 
She also believes the rail discussion has 
heretofore largely focused on traffic relief 
and not the effect on nearby residents. 

About Those Emails 

While there are certainly major policy differ- 
ences among the candidates, one of the big- 
gest distinctions to be drawn between Shade 
and her challengers is, unsurprisingly, their 
opinions regarding the fallout from council’s 
recent email disclosures, as well as the larger 
debate over open meetings questions. 

“I think there will be some lemonade out of 
this,” says Shade. “As best as I can tell, when 
Kirk Watson instituted the systematic one-on- 
ones, that was to ensure each council member 
touched base with every other council mem- 
ber,” a process she considers important so that 
offices don’t duplicate one another’s efforts. 
“One of the things I think people really don’t 
understand is how little information you have, 


sometimes, prior to being able to vote on the 
agenda.” However, she notes, the Watson-era 
council held more work sessions and retreats. 
“So as we started losing some of those things,” 
while holding on to the one-on-ones, “I think 
it started giving the wrong impression that we 
were avoiding public dialogue,” Shade says. 
But she’s hopeful council committee sessions 
and work sessions - which she notes “have 
been a little awkward at first” but believes are 
improving - will allow the council to commu- 
nicate and collaborate. 

Nofziger counters that “City Council [has] 
really gotten far, far afield from the basic prin- 
ciples of open government” when council 
members like Shade “talk about how stilted 
the work sessions are ... how unfamiliar it is 
to talk with your colleagues in public about 
the people’s business.” Nofziger has volun- 
teered to hold a press conference each week at 
which he will release his own emails. 

“Respecting Citizens” is one of the tent 
poles of Tovo’s campaign; she says the dis- 
closures have “been painful for the public as 
well as our elected leaders. There’s been 
some broken trust with the public over this

Is Laura Morrison “the Berkeley girl who 
put up her Birkenstocks to come and serve 
you”? An astute politician who rose to promi- 
nence riding the Zeitgeist of neighborhood 
association politics? The independent holdout 
on otherwise consensus-driven council poli- 
cies? All of the above? 

Whatever your hybrid answer, incumbent 
Morrison is the unstoppable force in Place 4 
this spring. The “Berkeley Girl” characteriza- 
tion comes courtesy of her always entertaining 
council colleague Sheryl Cole, and it’s a nod 
to Morrison’s West Coast history, where she 
was a flower child/engineer working for 
Lockheed Martin prior to her moving here in 
1981. It was her eventual involvement in her 
own Old West Austin Neighborhood 

> Association and then her presidency of the 

> Austin Neighborhoods Council that served as 
| a springboard for her own council ambitions, 

as well as the increased prominence of neigh- 


borhood politics as a whole, playing out each 
week on a City Council zoning agenda. 

Morrison says hers is a politics of citizen 
involvement; one thing she learned early “as a 
citizen working with City Hall, sometimes it’s 
really hard to move staff in the direction you 
feel like they should be moved” - but when 
the movement finally occurs, it can pay great 
dividends. “There was a real cultural shift at 
the animal shelter,” she says, feeling its 
achievement of the “no-kill” goal came in part 
due to impassioned citizen involvement. “Our 
boards and commissions are a key element of 
good government at the city,” she says. 

Issues she’s currently focused on include 
social service needs. She’s on the board of the 
Community Action Network and highlights 
some surprising findings in its latest dash- 
board report - including, pointedly, that dur- 
ing the previous decade, Austin’s low-income 
population grew at twice the rate of the overall

population. Morrison also serves on the coun- 
cil committee that has overseen the overhaul 
of the city’s social service contracts, and it’s 
largely on that front she’ll continue to work 
heading into budget season. In her work with 
CAN, she describes creation of a “universal 
eligibility form,” drafted so that when a resi- 
dent comes in looking for assistance, he or she 
can sign up for a portfolio of social assistance, 
enabling the city to “get more bang for their 
buck.” Similarly, toward the end of budget 
season last year, Morrison recalls: “They 
announced that Health and Human Services 
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issue.” She also points out that Shade’s 
private emails (recently published in con- 
nection with the county attorney’s investi- 
gation into whether public business was 
being privately discussed among council 
members) reflected that at least one 
exchange had, apparently, occurred among 
four council members: a correspondence 
among Shade, Martinez, Leffingwell, and 
Riley (who did not respond) discussing a 
lawsuit filed on behalf of the family of 
Nathaniel Sanders II - the young man shot 
and killed under highly contested circum- 
stances by Austin Police Officer Leonardo 
Quintana in May 2009. 

Last July, Shade’s support of a motion 
from Riley to settle the Sanders wrongful 
death lawsuit at $500,000, instead of an 
initially negotiated $750,000 - followed by 
the council’s rejection of the settlement alto- 
gether - sparked much negative public reac- 
tion, particularly from African-American 
community leaders. But the email discussion 
in question, initiated by Shade, concerned a 
separate lawsuit filed by Sanders family 
attorney Adam Loewy - a since-dismissed 


breach of contact suit filed following coun- 
cil’s decision not to settle the wrongful 
death suit. Shade says that after discussing 
the suit in a private executive session at a 
meeting earlier that day, “I just decided I 
needed to write to the three boys and say, 
‘Don’t beat your chests.’ Because it isn’t 
really going to help heal things. Even though 
we were all so angry. Some people in that 
room were especially outraged - I’ll just 
leave it at that - at the thought that someone 
could sue us for doing what the law says we 
have to do: have a public meeting to vote on 
something. It said on all the tentative agree- 
ments, ‘subject to council approval.’ It was 
the most ridiculous lawsuit.” In the email, 
Shade advises “the less any of us beat our 
chests, demonstrate anger, etc., the better,” 
and posits a public perception of Loewy as a 
“money-grubbing lawyer.” She says while she 
regrets sending the message to three other 
members (a quorum), “I didn’t think of it as 
conducting city business because it wasn’t 
related to a vote or anything - it was literally 
about how I thought you guys should talk 
about this issue if you’re asked about it. It 


was really me being more of a paranoid 
Jewish mother than anything.” 

Challenging the Challenger 

“The popular wisdom is that you don’t 
challenge an incumbent successfully, but 
I’m doing the best that I can. ... I know it’s 
rare, but I’m thrilled I’m getting good 
response.” Those words don’t come from 
one of Shade’s challengers, but Shade her- 
self in 2008, when she successfully ousted 
Place 3 incumbent Jennifer Kim. There’s an 
unmistakable irony that Shade’s challenge 
to Kim often focused on somewhat petty, 
personal failings - Kim’s attempt to bypass 
airport security or her office’s decorating 
budget - and now Shade herself is on the 
receiving end of similarly personal attacks 
based on intemperate but often inconse- 
quential embarrassments plucked from her 
emails - an opposition researcher’s dream 
come true. 

Knocking off a well-funded incumbent is a 
rarity in politics. That’s true here in Austin 
too - but that’s not to say it can’t happen, 
especially this year in Place 3. ■ 


had saved $ 1 million. ‘You guys saved a mil- 
lion dollars?’ I don’t think they should have.” 
Instead of dispersing all the money back into 
the General Fund, Morrison moved that 
$380,000 be returned to H&HS. Morrison 
says she was “recently informed by staff that 
in fact $55 OK is available after the truing up 
of the budget,” funds she says “we will soon 
move over to social services.” 

Beyond these subjects, it’s Morrison’s 
stance on neighborhood and development 
issues that has defined her time on the dais 
- and even before that, she opposed the 
Spring Condominium tower and led the city’s 
McMansion task force. She believes the 
McMansion ordinance, tweaked since its ini- 
tial passage, has worked to do its job of pro- 
tecting existing neighborhoods; moreover, she 
argues, there’s nothing inherently affordable 
about density in and of itself. “You can’t just 
say that giving entitlements is gonna give you 
affordability. It just doesn’t work that way.” 
One win-win example she cites is zoning 
for a proposed convention center hotel at 
Congress and Second, where Morrison offered 
greater floor-to-area ratio than the developer 
initially requested, with the provision that the 
additional square footage would adhere to 
Downtown affordability guidelines. “It 
doesn’t just happen if you just incentivize 
density without having a guide for getting 
affordability in at the same time,” she says. 

Additionally, Morrison has been council’s 
strongest proponent of the city’s controver- 
sial historic landmark zoning program, which 
grants tax abatements to owners of historic 
properties for renovation and upkeep, but 
has also been derided as a giveaway to man- 
sion owners. Last June, she and Cole were 
the two votes against initiating changes to the 
program. “I am a proponent of preservation,” 
says Morrison, noting she also called for an 


analysis of preservation’s positive financial 
impact to be delivered to council, along with 
proposed changes to the landmark ordi- 
nance; originally due at the end of last year, 
the changes have been delayed but are due 
this month. 

Announcing his candidacy in February, 
10 IX radio deejay Toby Ryan sought to chal- 
lenge Morrison along lines that 
NIMBYist neighbors and coun- 
cil policies were impacting the 
city’s live music scene. “The 
city loves to fly the ‘live music 
capital’ flag, but they don’t 
always make the choices that 
will nurture and grow that,” 
says Ryan, “even though it 
brings hundreds of millions of 
dollars into the city.” 

While Ryan announced with 
a campaign team in place, 
seeming serious enough about 
the endeavor that he took a 
desk job to stay off the airwaves 
(avoiding “equal time” demands 
for the station), he’s run an 
admittedly nontraditional cam- 
paign, skipping practically all 
forums to instead focus on 
voter registration, in hopes of 
tapping into young citizens who 
traditionally don’t vote. (Former 
Council Member Brewster 
McCracken attempted a similar strategy, 
although combined with a traditional cam- 
paign, in his unsuccessful mayoral bid.) In 
contrast to his broadcast name, Ryan appears 
on the ballot under the somewhat unwieldy 
moniker K. Toby Ryan Hill. 

On the issues, the expansion of Downtown 
parking - which Morrison incidentally 
opposed in a 6-1 vote - has been Ryan’s 


main target. “On a Tuesday night when a 
band plays at Lucky Lounge for 10 percent 
of the total billing, the bar might bring in 
$500,” Ryan posits. “That means a band of 
four people got paid $50 for four hours of 
work - they split it four ways. Now, how’s 
the parking going to affect them if they’re 
gonna spend money just to park that eve- 
ning? They’re gonna stop play- 
ing,” with a ripple effect on 
the live music economy. Ryan’s 
been vocal but less specific on 
other music issues, like chang- 
es to music permitting and its 
effect on changing neighbor- 
hoods like Rainey Street. 
While conceding “a noisy few 
can ruin it for everyone,” he 
argues that “eight years ago, 
you didn’t go to Rainey Street 
because it was nothing but 
homeless crackheads running 
around. And now they’re com- 
plaining that there’s a guy 
with an acoustic guitar down 
the street?” 

A more regular presence 
opposite Morrison at the 
forums has been Eric Rangel, a 
young, polished speaker whose 
grandiloquent language, echo- 
ing thinkers from Plato to 
Obama, is matched by the 
mushiness of his policy positions: support 
for single-member districts, expanding pub- 
lic transportation, and supporting local busi- 
nesses. He has suggested slightly more spe- 
cific proposals on the campaign trail, includ- 
ing unspecified “tax breaks” for families 
with young children and allowing other 
utilities to compete with “the monopoliza- 
tion of Austin Energy.” - WD.

Classical all day long 

Getting a nine-hour fix of live popular music is no problem in 
Austin. Scarcely a weekend goes by here without some festival or 
other - rock, folk, punk, Latino, etc. - at which you can soak up 
sweet sounds from band after band all day long. But how often in 
these parts can you hear nine hours of classical music live? Not so 
often, which is just one thing that makes this Sunday’s Austin 
Chamber Music Center Performathon such a treat. You can hear a 
bounty of our city’s finest classical performers (ACMC Artistic Director 
Michelle Schumann, Austin Classical Guitar Society Executive Director 
Matthew Hinsley, the Revel chamber group, Artisan String Quartet, 
Mother Falcon, et al.) one right after the other, all in the acoustically 
delightful Dell Hall. But it isn’t just professional music makers you’ll 
get to hear. More than 240 student chamber musicians will also be 
playing, youth ages 6-18 who work with the ACMC Academy, Chamber 
Music in Public Schools program, the Austin Classical Guitar Society, 
and other programs across the city.

AUSTIN CREATIVE ALLIANCE A well-earned rest for Gtueen Latifah 


Latifah Taormina answered the ad thinking 
the post she was applying for would be “a 
nice part-time job and a good way to get con- 
nected to the local theatre community.” She 
was certainly right on the second score, but 
as for the first? Well, running the former 
Austin Circle of Theaters wasn’t anywhere 
close to being just part-time work. Ever since 
the night in September 2000 when she was 
introduced at ACoT’s B. Iden Payne Awards 
ceremony as the arts umbrella’s new execu- 
tive director, the job has pretty much con- 
sumed her life. Taormina has given herself 
over to countless phone calls, emails, grant 
applications, committee meetings, commis- 
sion meetings, board meetings, task force 
meetings, planning sessions, conferences, 
workshops, and awards ceremonies - what- 
ever it took to help better serve Austin’s arts 
community. But after IOV 2 years, Taormina is 
about to get her life back. As of April 30, 
she’s retiring as head of the Austin Creative 
Alliance, the organization that, under 
Taormina’s stewardship, grew out of ACoT. 

That expansion of the organization’s mis- 
sion is Taormina’s legacy. In 2002, she 
attended her first conference of the 
Association of Performing Arts Service 
Organizations, where a speech by Ben 
Cameron - then executive director of Theatre 
Communications Group - struck a chord with 
her. Cameron’s call for arts groups to operate 
not in isolation but as part of larger, united 
communities brought Taormina back to the 


capital city wondering, “What if we were to 
move to a more collaborative cultural alliance 
among the various arts service organizations 
in Austin?” She worked to extend ACoT ser- 
vices to dance and classical music groups, 
then found ways to connect with visual art- 
ists, too. As ACoT developed new promotion- 
al tools - the NowPlayingAustin.com events 
listing website, the weekly “Austin Arts 
Minute” on the Your News Now cable chan- 
nel, the Get Your Art On cultural campaign - 
Taormina took pains to include comedy, film, 
and live music along with the traditional fine 
arts. As citizens envisioned the city’s creative 
future in the CreateAustin cultural master 
plan, Taormina was among the voices calling 


for an uberorganization that could serve all 
sectors of Austin’s creative community: fine 
arts, music, film, digital, culinary arts, gam- 
ing, you name it. Owing to Taormina’s efforts 
to move ACoT in that direction, her organiza- 
tion seemed the strongest candidate to build 
a creative alliance for Austin, and she’s been 
able to help lead the organization through 
that transition to the alliance. 

The energy that Taormina’s sustained 
through her time with ACoT/ACA has been 
nothing short of phenomenal - most people 
half her age would have flagged years ago. 
The ebullience that served her well as an 
improviser with Second City and the 
Committee (see “Improvising Every Second,” 



March 10, 2006) and an actor in films ( The 
Graduate) and on TV ( The Bob Newhart Show, 
The Odd Couple, Fiappy Days, credited as 
Jessica Myerson) has not only helped her 
persevere through years of economic busts, 
arts funding cuts, bureaucratic bogs, and the 
perennial hardships of nonprofit life, but also 
kept her an enthusiastic, convivial presence 
at the head of her organization. That same 
Ben Cameron who inspired Taormina cap- 
tured her spirit and place in Austin’s creative 
community when praising her involvement in 
launching Theatre Communications Group’s 
“Free Night of Theater” audience-develop- 
ment initiative by saying, “Her energy, her 
dedication, her keen sense of the Austin 
community’s needs, and her creativity all 
were important factors in the shaping and 
execution of this pilot program.” 

The Austin Creative Alliance will hold a 
public celebration of Taormina (plans weren’t 
complete at press time), but don’t expect her 
to fade away after passing the baton to inter- 
im Executive Director Marcy Hoen. Taormina 
still has too much energy and too many new 
ideas for that. You’ll see a lot of Latifah; 
she’ll just be improvising a new scene. - R.F. 


FIRST NIGHT AUSTIN Night night, First Night 

If you liked spending your New Year’s Eve at First Night Austin, you have eight months 
to make other plans. On April 22, the board of the nonprofit that has organized the annual 
event since 2005 announced that it is dissolving. In one sense, this was the other shoe 
dropping, since the 2010 First Night celebration had also been canceled over a lack of 
funding, and with the economy still on the ropes, the challenge of securing financial sup- 
port - especially on the six-figure corporate sponsorship level - hadn’t gotten any easier. 

With a quarter-million-dollar price tag (originally a half-million) and the participation of 
hundreds of Austin creatives, the local edition of what is an international franchise celebrat- 
ing the arts on December 31 was maybe the most ambitious cultural event ever produced 
in the city. But the results were spectacular, too, attracting upward of 100,000 people each 
year. Unfortunately, First Night Austin was dogged by fundraising difficulties and internal 
strife almost from the outset, leaving the organization to operate almost perpetually in cri- 
sis mode and scale back from its original, expansive vision. Last year, the city sponsored a 
substitute event on New Year’s Eve, but it seems unlikely that will be repeated. - R.F 
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Ann, Taylor-made 

A one-woman stage tribute to Ann Richards 
becomes Ms. Holland’s opus

Ann Richards was born for the theatre. 
Though not an actress, she held the political 
stage with a larger-than-life persona that was 
right at home in the playhouse; she had a 
playwright’s instinct for the great line and a 
great actor’s ability to deliver it to maximum 
effect. Moreover, the battles of her life - as a 
liberal politician in a conservative state, as a 
woman in the good ol’ boys club of the Texas 
Capitol, as a divorced single mother, as an 
alcoholic - were the stuff of great drama. 

“Was there ever a figure more suited to a live 
performance than that five wire?” asks Holland 
Taylor, the accomplished actor of stage and 
screen who brings her new solo show, Ann: 
An Affectionate Portrait of Ann Richards, to the 
Paramount Theatre for a six-performance run 
beginning May 4. Taylor did not know Richards 
well, but she was deeply affected by the former 
governor’s death in 2006, and she was driving 
to her job on the sitcom Two and a Half Men 
when the notion of creating the one-woman 
vehicle struck her like a bolt from the blue. 
Since then, she’s committed more than three 
years to researching Richards’ life, interview- 
ing her intimates and colleagues, and writing 
and readying the show for production. In May 
2010, she workshopped the play at the Grand 
1894 Opera House in Galveston, following it 
with a run at the Empire Theatre in San Antonio 
in December and an encore run at the Grand 
last month. Taylor plans to tour it to Chicago; 
Washington, D.C.; and eventually New York. 

Prior to her visit to Richards’ hometown, 
Taylor told the Chronicle how an actor with 
no aspirations to perform a solo show and no 
experience writing one came to do this one. 


Austin Chronicle: Was this play something you 
felt you had to do? 

Holland Taylor: Yeah, I was absolutely com- 
pelled to do it. It took me a while to realize 
that. In fact, I’ve discovered a lot in hindsight. 
I was thunderstruck by her death, which was 
already surprising. I didn’t know her person- 
ally - I’d had lunch with her, but she was 
just someone I loved, and I loved knowing 
that she’d always be there, so then when she 
wasn’t, I was quite undone. And I couldn’t 
shake it. I thought, “This is odd. What does 
this mean?” I realized that when I got the 
idea, I was literally driving to work, to Two 
and a Half Men, that job, and the idea to do 
a staged play [came to me]. But the thing is, 
right then the idea of how to do it, what the 
setting would be, what the occasion would 
be that she would be speaking, and also this 
centerpiece in the governor’s office, all these 
things literally came then, at once. I had to 
pull over, and I sat there in my car, looking off 
into the middle distance, thinking, “Oh my 
goodness, oh my goodness,” overwhelmed 
with the idea. After about 15 minutes, I 
pulled off the service road and went to work, 
and I never looked back. From that moment 
on, I was putting one foot in front of the other 
- often in the dark, not knowing quite what 
I was doing, but I was doing it, that was for 
damn sure. 

After about six months of reading about 
her and thinking about her, I started to feel 
like, “Holland, you shouldn’t even be doing 
this research unless you get in touch with the 
family, let them know you’re doing it, and 
see how they feel about it. Because if they 


don’t want you to do it, you’re not going to 
want to do it.” I did meet Cecile and Ellen 
[Richards’ daughters], and they seemed very 
enthusiastic about the idea. Then I forged 
on, and I soon met Dan and Clark [Richards’ 
sons], and they were very welcoming. And 
then all the people really close to Ann, they 
all welcomed me with open arms. I couldn’t 
believe it. I expected exactly the opposite. 
Because I think in general all these people 
were pecked to death with people wanting to 
know things about Ann or do things about 
Ann. Sandra Castellanos, her secretary from 
New York, scheduled me a lot of time. And 
then I said, “Look, I’ve got to go to Texas. I’ve 
got to meet these people,” and she got off her 
job for five days and lined up the people for 
me to meet the first go-round. In five days, 
I met about 16 people, and that means at 
breakfast meetings, lunch meetings, dinner 
meetings, cocktail meetings, and meetings in 
their offices. It was overwhelming. 

I’ve talked to many, many people now; it 
must be close to 100, and some of them at 
great length - I mean, Jane Hickey [Richards’ 
campaign manager] and Claire Korioth [a 
Richards gubernatorial appointee] and Mary 
Beth Rogers [Richards’ chief of staff] , I don’t 
even know how many hours I’ve talked to 
them. A hundred? I asked Mary Beth, who’s 
been wonderful, after we’d talked for three 
hours one day, “God, Mary Beth, how many 
hours do you think we’ve spoken?” And she 
answered immediately: “Thousands.” 

They’re all teasing about it, but they gave 
at the office, you know what I mean? I didn’t 
think about it at the time, because if I’d 
thought about it, I would have hesitated. 
I would have not called. If I’d considered 
them, I would have not done what I did. I 
robbed them blind. I just took their time, 
and I didn’t care, because I needed what 
they had. I just put aside my normal polite- 
ness. I put aside my natural caution and my 
natural thoughtfulness, and I said, “Screw it. 
I need to talk to Mary Beth about thus and 
such. Mary Beth’s the only one who knows. 
I must call Jane. Jane has to explain this to 
me. Claire would know this.” I would go to 
these women for what I needed from them, 
and I just took it. And they gave it. They gave 
it. They were good to me. Everybody I’ve met 
has been so generous. 

And I think it has served a purpose for 
many of them, to talk about her, to talk about 
their time. Particularly someone like Mary 
Beth; you think, she was chief of staff for the 
governor of Texas. She had known [Richards] 
since they were both young women, and they 
were housewives trying to make a difference, 
and look how high they went. That period in 


their fives is very romantic for them, I think, 
and also Ann’s death was so untimely and so 
cruel that I like to think a lot of them have 
been served by being able to talk about her to 
someone who’s really listening and who really 
cares and really finds it compellingly interest- 
ing and moving. So to have a good listener and 
not just someone they want to talk to about 
something in their lives. I hope I made up for 
how much I took from them. 

AC: Is there also for them the element of your giv- 
ing Anns voice another life in a way that a book 
cant, to keep her voice alive? 

HT: I think so now in hindsight. I can’t really 
say that I had that motive, because I never 
knew how far this play was going to go. I 
wasn’t being professional and practical. It was 
really following an impulse. And of course, I 
was in search of her persona. I wasn’t doing a 
history. This isn’t history. This isn’t political. 
This is about who she was. And of course, 
you reveal who people are by showing them 
in different circumstances, and that’s what I 
do in the play. People would tell stories, and 
they wouldn’t know the relative importance 
of anything they might say. They’d say, “Oh, 
you don’t want to hear this,” and I’d say, 
“Yeah, I do. Whatever came into your head 
just then, that’s what I do want to hear.” 
The person who’s being interviewed doesn’t 
know what is being sought. They haven’t 
spent any time thinking about it. And they 
shouldn’t. Things that pop out are what 
you want. Sandra Castellanos, for example, 
told me a story that the minute I heard it, 
I thought, “That’s the end of the play.” And 
it is. She didn’t think that it had any relative 
merit over anything else. Everything for them 
is just in passing. But for me, it was like, 
“Oh my goodness, that’s an amazing story.” 
I was always listening for how Ann would 
talk about things - how informal would she 
be, how formal, how warm, how intimate, 
how distant. 

AC: Everybody is looking at her life from a differ- 
ent angle, and you’re coming at it from an angle 
of how this life can be represented dramatically. 
HT: And in an understandable way, that has 
resonance to an audience. 

AC: It’s that crucial detail that looks small 
from one angle, but from another angle, it 
explains everything. 

HT: I have a lot of film of her, and it’s often 
the small detail in her behavior that tells me 
everything: how she listens to people, what 
she looks like when she’s listening - just 
many, many things that were revealing to me 
and delighted me. I saw a picture of her taken 
when she was down at South Padre Island 
when she was there a few days after she lost 
the election for a second term. And she’s on

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the beach, and she’s got a sweatshirt on, and 
she has a bandana around her neck and to 
it is safety-pinned her house key. I actually 
started to cry, because it told me so much 
about her. There are lots of little details like 
that. I got to know her very well, such that 
when I’d see a video of her at some event, 
I’d think, “I know what she’s thinking.” But 
then again, she was always full of surprises, 
and people’s tales about her would surprise 
me, too. Times when she was vulnerable 
when I thought she would be tough. Times 
when she was tough when I thought she 
would be vulnerable. 

AC: Was there that moment when you crossed 
from writer to actor, when it came time to inhabit 
Ann, that you worried how to be her onstage? 
HT: Oh my gosh, I’ve had lots of trepidation. 
The audience is very supportive from the 
minute I get out there, and that helps. They 
want it. They want it to be good. They want 


me to be good. They want to have a wonder- 
ful time remembering her and also discover- 
ing her, because they discover her in a new 
way. I feel that power, and that power fills me 
with assurance and insight. Because in subtle 
ways, the audience will know when you really 
got it right, and you’ll feel them really getting 
it, and that in some ineffable way cements 
certain things into you. 

But I was working so hard as writer and 
producer, by the first time I actually per- 
formed it, I can hardly even describe what it 
was like. I’ve still got a lot of thinking about 
this play to do - actor thinking. That’s still 
ahead of me, a lot of it, because all that takes 
time, breaking it down: What’s really hap- 
pening in this scene? What’s she trying to 
do? I wrote out of instinct. And I perform out 
of instinct. My instinct has taken me a long, 
long way. The intellect became very involved

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AUDIENCES ARE BEING SWEPT AWAY BY THIS NEW PLAY! 
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St ckmen With Ray Guns 

Or, How I Learned To Stop Worrying and Love the Steam ...

“Frankly, the heaviest guys in the Steampunk scene are 
not really all that into ‘steam.’ Instead, they are into punk. 
Specifically, punk’s do-it-yourself aspects and its determination 
to take the means of production away from big, mind-deaden- 
ing companies who want to package and sell shrink-wrapped 
cultural products.” 

- Bruce Sterling, from his essay “The User’s Guide to 
Steampunk” in The Steampunk Bible 

Steampunk: That word’s been stuck in my craw for at least 
the last decade. And lately, watching what appears to be yet 
another usurpation of a flourishing artistic subculture by the 
omnivorous pop-cultural maw has become something of a 
torture akin to first seeing Mohawks appearing on mall rats in 
1991, the year punk broke. 

Yeah, I admit it: I’m a 45-year-old curmudgeon-punk, a veteran 
of the cyberpunk/mirror shades gang and a firm believer that the 
mid-Eighties Splatterpunk movement was the most outrageously 
transgressive literary subgenre since William S. Burroughs first 
noshed on Naked Lunch. Anyone remember Splatterpunk? It had 
guts. They were strewn everywhere, hanging from the rafters like 
so much bloody bunting. An offshoot of the then-booming dark 
fantasy genre typified by Robert McCammon, Clive Barker, Charles 
E. Grant, and others, Splatterpunk heralded the arrival of none 
other than Nacogdoches mucho mojo badass Joe R. Lansdale his 
ownself, N OLA’s gender-and-genre-bending Poppy Z. Brite, and 
gore-soaked former collaborators John Skipp and Craig Spector 
(the last two, by the way, revived the then-moribund zombie craze 
with their 1989 Bantam anthology Book of the Dead). 

So when I first heard the word “Steampunk” 

(the coinage is attributed to author K.W Jeter, 
who first mentioned it in a letter to respected 
sci-fi mag Locus in April ’87), I thought: 
great, another label, another splintering of 
science-fiction-fantasy-horror, another liter- 
ary ghetto for writers to make even less coin 
within. Just what we need. 

And then a decade and a half later came the 
explosion of Steampunk’s vaguely gothy and 
goggle-eyed Victoriana style (in the clubs, at 
the conventions) and flamethrowing robots 
(at the Black Rock Desert’s Burning Man, at 
Austin’s Burning Flipside). Damn. Thanks to 
the Internet, the maker movement, and the 
mainstream media, Steampunk had arrived 
center stage, corseted and clanking, lovely 
to look at but suddenly, possibly terminally, 
trendy. Seemingly overnight, the reviled punk 
outlet chain Hot Topic began carrying tenta- 
tive variations of steamwear for the junior high outsider crowd 
- never a good sign. I thought: “That’s it. Jules Verne and H.G. 
Wells - overwhelmingly credited as the literary forebears of the 
modem Steampunk movement - are spinning, dreidel-like in 
their graves. This particular Nautilus has run aground.” 

That was foolish and uncharacteristically unimaginative of 
me. I’d watched Steampunk evolve from the sidelines, with a 
wary (and I admit, jaundiced and jaded) eye. Wasn’t “punk” 
all about avoiding labels? This ongoing, relentless suffixization 
of the word was not, I thought, what Joe Stmmmer had envi- 
sioned. (Malcolm McLaren, yes, but not Joe.) 

What I failed to grok about Steampunk, however, was that 
it was much, much more than just another subheading in 
the annals of fantastic literature. The idea of a literary genre 
mash-up that melded the ideas of proto-futurists Wells and 


Veme (and cinematically, Georges Melies and Metropolis) with 
modern mores via writers and futurists such as Bmce Sterling 
and William Gibson - whose 1990 novel The Difference Engine 
is widely recognized as one of the first and best Steampunk 
novels - was fascinating and ripe with possibility, no argu- 
ment there, but the mainstream appeared to have co-opted 
Steampunk in one huge, ravenous gulp. 

But something happened on the way to the Chaplin-esque 
modern times we live in. Steampunks became crafters not 
only of stories, but also of physical, tangible, real-world things: 
objects of great beauty, functional art. There’s Steampunk’s all- 
encompassing worldview, which is predicated on the notions 
that 1) the future we were promised as kids never material- 
ized, and what there is of it is collapsing all around us even at 
this very moment, and 2) retro-style robots and ripping yams 
about ray-gun-wielding women (in corsets and severely kickass 
bootwear) and intellectually well-endowed men (in goggles 
and, occasionally, spats) were, are, and always will be cool. 
Zeppelins, too. (Which should, of course, go without saying.) 
And then there’s Steampunk’s zeitgeist-catching maker core: 
legions of artisans crafting intricate homages to a stillborn 
future, the future of yesterday, today. 

Steampunk was becoming less a single, self-defined literary 
movement than a vastly more complex subcultural one, one 
whose artists represented the full spectrum of human creativi- 
ty. There’s Richard “Doc” Nagy, whose astonishingly beautiful, 
retro-futuristic modifications to existing technologies (like, 
for instance, your computer) have resulted in Datamancer. 
net, a hub of shared creativity dedicated to making the mun- 
dane fantastic. As Nagy notes on his site, he 
doesn’t build products; he creates heirlooms. 
He’s a maker. 

And then there’s Jake von Slatt, creator 
of, among many, many other bits of tick- 
tock awesomeness, a clockwork Stratocaster 
and enough lovingly detailed, Victorianed-/ 
Edwardianed-up computer keyboards to merit 
the attention of the usually slow-on-the-uptake 
Newsweek back in its Oct. 31, 2007, issue. 

Steampunk - the genre, the movement, 
the lifestyle - has, against all odds, leap- 
frogged its own sell-by date. And now, it’s 
even got its own (much-needed, brilliantly 
composed) bible. Literally - it’s right there in 
the title. Jeff VanderMeer and S.J. Chambers’ 
The Steampunk Bible: An Illustrated Guide to the 
World of Imaginary Airships, Corsets and Goggles, 
Mad Scientists, and Strange Literature (Abrams 
Image) is far and away the most intriguing 
catalog of all things steam yet written. Have you been wonder- 
ing about the various sub-subgenres of steam? You should be. 
There’s Boilerpunk, Clockpunk, Dieselpunk, Gaslight Romance, 
Mannerspunk, Raygun Gothic, and Stitchpunk. That’s a lot 
of prefixes to handle, but VanderMeer and Chambers provide 
detailed explanations for all of them amidst a tome that traces 
the history of its subject from its iconic literary forebears to the 
emerging “green” Steampunk sustainability movement. And any 
way you look at it - and it really, really likes being looked at - it’s 
all about style, be it Steamkpunk prose, clothes, or sensibilities. 

“From a fashion aspect,” says co-author Chambers, speaking 
from her home in Tallahassee, Fla., “I feel like the Victorian 
aesthetic has been kind of creeping into mainstream fashion 
since 2001. And that’s not even pulling in the goth stuff from 
the Eighties and the Nineties.” 



The irony inherent to Steampunk - confronting a technologi- 
cally hyperadvanced but ultimately dystopian real-world future 
via literary constructs and science bom of the industrial revolu- 
tion - isn’t lost on Chambers, or many other Steampunks for 
that matter. It’s a bit of a head trip when you think about it, 
but for the rational and socially conscious reader, writer, and 
artist, it’s infinitely preferable (and much more fun) than the 
country’s current “no steps forward, three steps back,” socio- 
politically shattered landscape. The tea party may think things 
were better back in the old, old days, but Steampunk, which 
often unflinchingly confronts the racial, social, and intellectual 
inequities of the Gilded Age, knows better and thus builds a 
better ray gun. Mark Twain would, I think, approve. 

“Our technology has always sort of been heading toward 
[creating more] leisure,” notes Chambers. “Our iPhones, our 
Wiis - it’s all about filling up all the downtime that we have 
in modern society. As a result of that, it kind of dumbs you 
down. An 8 0-year- old can pick up something that he’s never 
seen in his life and navigate it easily because the technology 
is designed so well. But for people who are looking for more 
of a challenge, like for instance Jake von Slatt, the iPhone is 
almost an insult. It doesn’t really show how we have evolved 
as people. 

“So it is ironic that we’ve come this far only for some of us 
to discover that we don’t necessarily want it. Which, I think, is 
a natural reaction. That’s where I think the punk comes into it. 
It’s a reaction against an establishment that just now happens 
to be ... iPods!” 

Which, to meta the water even further, burst onto the 
technoscape complete with a prerecorded selection of ring- 
tones, including the nostalgic ring of an old-school rotary 
telephone bell. So ubiquitous has Apple’s ultragadget become 
that it already seems like it’s been with us forever. But no, that 
was 2007, the year Steampunk broke. Well, at least according 
to Newsweek. ■

with the writing of the play and the research. 
Now the intellect still has a lot of acting work 
to do, although what I’m doing as far as the 
audience is concerned is fine. But for my 
money, I will never be finished with breaking 
this part down. 

AC: So how many arguments did the actor have 
with the playwright? 

HT: A lot. A lot. Oh, bitter complaints. “Who 
wrote this?” And “This is too long.” And the 
playwright would say, “It’s not long enough.” 
But when I’m playing her, IVe learned this 
. . . approval is not the right word. [From] the 
lively and delighted response that I get from 
the audience - it’s not that I get, that she gets 
from the audience - I’ve learned that I’m in 
the ballpark, that there’s not a moment in the 
play that I’m not in the ballpark. The audience 
stays with it. And it’s actually quite rigorous 
to perform in the sense that it requires tre- 
mendous focus and concentration, but it is 
joyful to perform, because first of all, I’m play- 
ing her. What a great character. Second, the 
response from the audience - what I’ve coined 
the “flowback” - is elixir. It’s the fountain of 
youth. I’ve never had such a joyful experience 
as a performer. Never. 

And I certainly wouldn’t be performing a 
big solo show at my age by design. It wasn’t 
that I was thinking at my advanced years, 
“Oh, I want to do a one-person show. Let me 
see, what character can I pick?” Well, people 
do do that. And they smartly do that. Hal 


Holbrook started Mark Twain when he was in 
his twenties. There it was, a case where he did 
want to create a character that he would do. 
That’s not the way it happened with me. It 
was from the inside out. First of all, Ann made 
me do it. I really think that I was drafted , or 
what’s that word for when they get you on a 
pirate ship and they put a bag over your head, 
and you’re suborned or whatever, you’re sud- 
denly a pirate? 

AC: Shanghaied. 

HT: Well. I was shanghaied, and now I’m a 
pirate for Ann. [laughs] 

AC: And it sounds like she hasn’t just pressed 
you into service hut opened a number of doors 
for you from the beyond to make sure you had no 
opportunity to walk away. 

HT: Yeah, I Ve never lifted my head from the 
task. And as it has evolved into a production 
that has and will continue to have a very 
viable life, I’ve seen how it affects people 
that I wouldn’t expect it to affect. When I 
would think about it, I’d think, “Oh, this will 
be enormously appealing for women.” Well, 
it’s just as appealing for men! My god, I’m 
astonished by how men have responded to 
this play. And young people who, if they had 
heard of the governor, she was just a governor 
when they were 1. So they didn’t have any 
expectations. They weren’t comparing what 
I’m doing to some memory that they have. 
And the biggest surprise of all - I did want 
to be an echo of her, but what I didn’t know

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was that right along with the echo came 
the inspiration, came the empowerment. 
Because people walk out of this excited, 
inspired - [they] want to redouble their 
efforts in their own lives, want to recom- 
mit themselves to their dreams, want to 
make new dreams, believing that anything 
is possible, because that’s something that 
she conveyed to people. She would say, 
“This has nothing to do with girls. This 
is anybody.” And I hadn’t expected the 
show to function that way, but it does, 
and that may be the strongest thing about 
it. Which is thrilling. Can you imagine? 
That wasn’t my goal, but imagine that as 
an extra benefit of doing this. ■

after a fashion

FOR THE BOYS Gail Chovan of Blackmail, 
Patti Hoffpauir of the Garden Room, and I 

work as a panel advising the UT apparel 
design seniors on their graduation projects. 
A revolving cast of others aside from the 
three of us also work with the students, but 
we’ve done it consistently for 11 years now. I 
didn’t always love what was being taught in 
the program, but then again, it wasn’t my pro- 
gram - and it was an honor and privilege to 
be asked to review the collections. I wanted 
the program to be less home-ec oriented and 
to utilize more modern, industry-standard 
methods and equipment. I remember how 
easy it was when it started; there were slight- 
ly more than a dozen students, almost all of 
them female. Over the years, the apparel 
design program became much more popular 
(along with the growth of the idea that any- 
body could be a designer) and dozens and 
dozens of students enrolled. While the ranks 
swelled, so did the number of students who 
knew virtually nothing about sewing or 
design. It was difficult to say whether their 
lack of experience made it easier or harder 
for us to guide them. Sometimes there was 
so much we wanted to tell them, and some- 
times we were simply speechless. The girls 
(and the occasional boy) were all over the 
map with their skills, wants, and desires. 
Eventually, the department had to institute a 
form of pretesting to determine who could 


enroll, and a miracle occurred. By including 
basic sewing requirements for enrollment, the 
overall quality of the students’ work 
improved. Therefore it’s necessary to judge 
the students’ work on a curve. Poor construc- 
tion can be seen from a mile away, even on 
the runway. Sometimes I’d almost rather look 
at a well-constructed, poorly designed gar- 
ment than a poorly constructed, well-designed 
garment. And we see it all - just like in every 
other school at UT, the senior class will 
include the barely-made-its, the also-rans, the 
technicians, and the superstars. Watching 
their development can be awesome. We see 
the works in progress and sketches of the 
rest, at which point we make hard recommen- 
dations for the pieces that need it and offer 
sincere praise for the pieces that do not. It’s 
easy enough to say, “Redo it,” and if you’re 
an expert seamstress, that might not be a 
problem. But when your skills are new and it 
took days for you to put a waistband on that 
skirt, hearing “Redo it” can be devastating. 
Sometimes it’s simply a matter of saying that 
the jacket needs to be slightly shorter or to 
do away with the belt, and the students are 
free to accept or reject our suggestions. But 
Gail, Patti, and I generally reach a consensus 
and educate the student about why we are 
focusing on this issue or that. We’re not bru- 
tal, and we try to temper our remarks with a 
great deal of humor - after all, our critiques 


are not meant to entertain a television audi- 
ence like American Idol's. Each of us is very 
well-grounded in our respective professions, 
though there was a time when each of us 
could be subject to criticism of our work. We 
try to tread lightly. A common mistake is for 
students to try to use every trick in the book 
on a single garment; it’s an easy mistake to 
make when you’re excited about everything 
you’re learning, but deadly when it comes to 
judging the clothes further down the line. 
After our consultations and shortly before the 
big senior fashion show, Patti, Gail, and I 
reconvene to view the almost-finished prod- 
ucts. We see whether the students have cho- 
sen to take our advice or ignore it. 
Sometimes we hardly recognize the collec- 
tions due to the changes. It is then that our

votes are tallied and the winners announced 
at the fashion show.

When I heard that former Landmark CEO Bill 
Banowsky was bringing his dinner-and-a-movie con- 
cept to Austin’s busy urban core, I was curious about 
how the food service would compare to that of our 
homegrown Alamo Drafthouse chain. Banowsky illu- 
minated the concept to me before this Friday’s sched- 
uled opening.

The four-screen theatre is complete with a kitchen, 
cafe, bar, and concession stand overseen by food-and- 
beverage director James Holditch. The kitchen will 
offer appetizers such as individual thin-crust pizzas, 
spring rolls, gourmet hot dogs, fries, a Mediterranean 
plate, cake balls, and a cheese plate with three artisa- 
nal cheeses from Antonelli’s Cheese Shop. The bar 
features a custom cocktail menu, a list of wines by 
the glass and the bottle, and a fine selection of area 
craft-brewed beers on tap, as well as plenty of appeal- 
ing options in bottles and cans. The concession stand 
will be stocked with popcorn and sodas, conventional 
and retro candies, and a full complement of coffee 
beverages and teas. 

Guests can order food and drinks before, during, and 
after screenings. Seats in the theatres are equipped 
with pop-up tables, but there will be no wait service in 
the theatres during screenings. We’ll be checking in 
soon to sample the movies and the fare. - V.B.W.

FAREWELL TO THE KING OF WITBIER 


> April 9 was a sad day for craft 
beer generally and in Austin spe- 
cifically: 86-year-old Pierre Celis 
passed away from cancer. The 
Belgian brewer established himself 
as a legend in the 1960s when 
he single-handedly saved the 
witbier (“white beer”) style at his 
Hoegaarden brewery. His version, 
spiced with coriander and orange 
peel, inspired imitators. After sell- 
ing his interest in Hoegaarden, he 
moved to Austin in the 1990s, 
attracted by a water quality similar 
to that of his home, and estab- 
lished Celis Brewery. For local 
brewers, it was like having a rock 
star in their midst, and he helped 
put Austin on the map of the still- 
emerging American craft-brewing 
scene. His Celis White, Pale Bock, 
Grand Cru, and Raspberry brews 
proved quite popular. In 1996, he 
sold a stake to Miller Brewing, 
which didn’t know what 
to do with the label 
and eventually shut- 
tered it. In 2002, 

Miller sold the 
rights to Michigan 
Brewing Company, 
which now faithful- 
ly re-creates his 
recipes - but without 
the words “Austin, 

Texas” on the label. 

Beer at the Lege: Last week, 
House Bill 602 passed the Texas 
House, and now it must get through 
the Senate. Unfortunately, HB 
660 is still stuck in committee. 
Both bills would provide distribu- 
tion options for Texas craft brew- 
ers - microbreweries and brew- 
pubs, respectively - more in line 
with what wineries can do. Keep 
checking our News section, our 
Newsdesk blog, or my personal 
blog for updates.

I’m neither a coffee snob nor a coffee aficio- 
nado, and while I don’t live or die by a daily 
morning coffee ritual, I do appreciate the fla- 
vor, the aroma, and the overall concept of 
coffee. For years, my personal favorite coffee 
beverage was a refreshing glass of iced coffee, 
gently colored with milk and sugar - often dif- 
ficult to come by in restaurants, but satisfying 
when done well. After I discovered coffee shop 
versions of iced mochas and ice-blended cof- 
fee drinks, I got hooked on those several 
months a year. But since early March of this 
year, the base of my new personal favorite cof- 
fee beverage is Chameleon Cold-Brew, a cold- 
brewed coffee from business partners Steve 
Williams and Chris Campbell. 

Williams has been a fixture on the local cof- 
feehouse scene for more than a decade and 
currently operates the popular Bennu Coffee 
with his wife, Stephanie Hogue. Campbell was 
a corporate business consultant looking for an 
entrepreneurial venture of his own to pursue 
when the guys teamed up to form Chameleon 
Cold-Brew about 18 months ago. Their prod- 
uct debuted earlier this year, just in time for 
South by Southwest. I first heard about 
Chameleon from participants in the Interactive 
portion of the Conference who fell in love with 
it during the two-day Techmunch Food Blogger 
Conference; I didn’t realize I’d already been 
drinking it at Bennu. 

I sat down with the partners last week to 
learn more about how my new favorite thing 
came to be. 

“I first learned the cold-brew process 
working at Mojo’s in 1999. Anyone who has 
ever ordered a ‘toddy’ or an iced coffee at my 
coffee shop had a drink made with cold- 
brewed coffee,” Williams says. So what’s the 
benefit of cold-brewed coffee? He explains 
that the technique of using filtered water 
and controlled, low-temperature brewing 
over an extended period of time renders a 
rich, smooth, slightly concentrated coffee

with higher caffeine 
levels and lower 
acidity than coffee 
brewed in the tradi- 
tional hot-water 
method. Once the 
cold-brew is made, 
it can be poured 
over ice, colored 
with dairy or sweet- 
ener, or heated and 
served piping hot. 

Williams proudly 
describes himself as 
a coffee snob who 
will take his own 
cold-brewed toddy 
with him everywhere 
- traveling, camp- 
ing, anywhere he 
goes in order to 
always have a great 
cup of coffee handy 

Once the partners 
had settled on their 
product and located 
a convenient com- 
mercial kitchen in 
which to produce it, 
they had to address 
all the same hurdles 
as any start-up food company - branding, 
packaging, labels, production, sales, and dis- 
tribution. Much of the help they needed came 
from an unexpected but very experienced 
source. “I went to hear Sweet Leaf Tea founder 
Clayton Christopher speak, and afterward I 
talked to him about what we were planning. 
He suggested I talk to a guy who had worked 
with Sweet Leaf and had lots of experience 
with branding,” Campbell recalls. 

Williams and Campbell sat down with 
Craig Steckbeck of Mixtape Marketing to 
describe their concept and product: an 
evolved, cold-brewed coffee beverage that con- 
sumers could customize to their personal 
tastes. “One of our main points was the ques- 
tion of ‘how do you color your coffee?’ and the 
idea that we really wanted people to take the 
product and make it their own,” says Williams. 


Steckbeck and his team developed the chame- 
leon concept from those conversations. 
Williams and Campbell were eventually won 
over to the idea, and Chameleon Cold-Brew 
was bom. “We really benefited from Craig’s 
previous experience - he already knew the 
solutions to problems we didn’t know enough 
to even anticipate - like what kind of label to 
use on a bottle that is likely to be served in 
buckets of ice. He saved us lots of money,” 
Campbell reports. 

Chameleon Cold-Brew is made with 100% 
organic, Fair Trade-certified Arabica beans 
roasted by Texas Coffee Traders. It’s only been 
on the market a couple of months, and distri- 
bution continues to grow. Look for the 16- or 
32-ounce bottles in refrigerated cases at Whip 
In, Wheatsville Co-op, both Fresh Plus gro- 
cery stores, Thom’s Market, two Royal Blue 


Grocery locations (247 W Third and 360 
Nueces), the Comer Market in the Domain, 
Hyde Park Market, and Bennu Coffee, with 
more to come any day. 

The next phase of company development 
includes plenty of public education. In-store 
demos help inform both retailers and consum- 
ers about the new product and its myriad 
uses. Sponsorship of selected events is a great 
way to introduce Chameleon to even more 
coffee lovers. Williams and Campbell say a 
website overhaul is currently in the works, 
and an important aspect of the new site will be 
a section of recipe suggestions for customizing 
the coffee. I can already imagine granitas, sor- 
bet, affogato with gelato, tiramisu, coffee mbs 
and marinades for meats - the possibilities are 
endless. This is one cool cup of coffee!

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Pho Dan

Every time I’d pass Pho Dan on my way to 
visit Mom at Buckner Villa nursing home, the 
parking lot would be packed regardless of the 
time or day Pho (pronounced “fuh”) and 
bun (pronounced “boon”) are basically 
Vietnamese street-food dishes, and the rules 
that apply to locating a good street-food ven- 
dor anywhere in the world (look for the 
crowds of locals) apply to locating a good 
pho joint. Another good indicator of an 
excellent pho restaurant is the presence of 
older Vietnamese ladies dining there. They 
are very critical diners when it comes to tra- 
ditional fare, and they don’t eat where the 
food isn’t real; Pho Dan has them in spades. 

Located for the last four years on the 
southwest corner of Braker and Lamar, Pho 
Dan is gleamingly clean. The decor is 
modern and stark, with comfortable 
chairs in a dining room that seats 
about 100. Typical of any pho 
restaurant, the food comes out 
of the kitchen quickly, and the 
service is efficient and friendly. 

Don’t wait for a ticket - you sim- 
ply get up and pay at the counter 
when you’re ready to leave; they 
magically know your table number. 

We started with egg rolls ($2.70) and char- 
broiled pork spring rolls ($2.90), and both 
were wonderful. The egg rolls have that nec- 
essary crispy, caramelized exterior that comes 
from a dip in syrup, and the ground-pork 
filling is rich and flavorful. The spring rolls 
are huge, and the vegetables are crisp, with 
the taste of the grilled pork dominant and 
the nuoc leo sauce rich and excellent. We 
heard through the grapevine about a No. 31 
that’s not on the menu; it’s actually No. 27 
(small, $5.80; large, $6.80) - shrimp, pork 
slices, and chicken with flat egg noodles, 
with the broth served on the side. The noo- 
dles are cooked in stock instead of water and 
loaded with flavor, and the dish comes 


topped with fried shallots and scallions. It’s 
highly recommended, and unless you’re 
really starving, small is plenty big. 

We also sampled No. 29, rice and egg 
noodle seafood soup ($6/$7). It’s served in 
a rich pork stock and comes with tender 
squid balls and shrimp balls, a sea leg sec- 
tion, and a few pieces of fresh squid. It’s 
garnished with paper-thin slices of onion 
and cilantro - a nice taste combination and 
another winner. We got a side order of meat 
balls ($3. 25/$ 3. 9 5) and were delighted. 
They arrive swimming in a rich cinnamon- 
kissed pork stock, and the “balls” are actu- 
ally cut portions of a typical Vietnamese 
pork meat loaf-style pate. The flavor is very 
authentic and shows off the spicing talents 
of the kitchen. 

We split an order of bun with shredded 
pork skin, charbroiled pork, and egg rolls 
($7.50), and were very pleased with 
our bowl. The vermicelli noodles 
were properly cooked: not over- 
done, gummy, stuck together, 
or too al dente. There was a 
nice layer of par-boiled shred- 
ded pork skin, which adds both 
flavor and texture, topped with 
cilantro, mint, and scallions. The 
pork is very nice, consisting of ten- 
der, grilled slices of marinated loin unlike 
the tough chunks you see at other pho 
spots. The shrimp are moist and juicy, and 
the bottom of the bowl is laden with shred- 
ded romaine lettuce and crunchy slivers of 
cucumber. The nuoc cham sauce is robust 
and complex, not the least bit watery, loaded 
with julienned carrots, and perfectly bal- 
ances sweet with the acidity of lime juice. All 
of the sauces at Pho Dan are prepared with 
care and taste authentic. The stocks, which 
are the mainstay of a pho restaurant, are all 
rich and flavorful, and the herb plates offer 
crisp sprouts, sizzling jalapeno slices, and 
impeccably fresh herbs. All in all, Pho Dan 
turned out to be one of the top pho restau- 
rants in town. - Mick Vann

Look up “prolific” in any grim oi re and 
you will find writer Steve Niles. The film 
adaptation of his comic 30 Days of Night 
brought him mainstream notoriety, but 
the media guest at this weekend’s World 
Horror Convention has spent more than 
two decades writing on the thin, bloody 
line between noir and nightmare. Aside 
from his gore-drenched vampire franchise, 
the wise-cracking, pill-popping gumshoe 
Cal McDonald of his Criminal Macabre has 
helped resurrect a glorious dark age of four- 
color horror unseen since the good old, gory 
old days of EC Comics. To assist in spread- 
ing his darkness, Niles has summoned 
collaborators as diverse as iconic horror 
artist Bernie Wrightson and Tool guitarist 
Adam Jones. Now, with his first foray into 
video games, he teams up with legend- 
ary horror movie director John Carpenter. 

The gruesome twosome has been invited 
to leave their bloodstained fingerprints all 
over F.3.A.R., the latest installment in the 
bestselling F.E.A.R. supernatural shooter 
franchise. (It will be released on May 24 for 
Xbox 360, Playstation3, and PC.) “I have 30 
years of people saying ‘no’ to me,” Niles 
said, “so when people offer me stuff now, I 
have a very hard time turning it down.” 

This new endeavor has a dark history. “I’ll 
tell the brief version so I don’t get in trou- 
ble,” Niles said. He met the mad genius 
behind The Thing and Fialloween on a movie 
set. After becoming friends, they both left 
the project. (Carpenter quit, Niles admitted, 
“but because I have a big mouth, I got 
fired.”) “We were just sitting around, we got 
along great, but we didn’t have anything to 
work on,” said Niles. That was when the 
game division at Warner Bros, contacted 
Niles and asked him to bring his ghoulish 
talents to its franchise. Knowing that 
Carpenter is a hardcore gamer, he asked 
the developers, “‘Can I invite a friend?’ and 
they said, ‘Who’s your friend?”' With the 
director on board as story consultant, Niles 
said, “We would get together once a week 
and we would just come up with ways to 


scare people.” It helps that the F.E.A.R. fran- 
chise is drenched in gore and paranormal 
weirdness. He laughed, “The end of F.E.A.R. 2 
is so messed up, you have no idea.” 

After working on comics and films, Niles 
found games a change of pace. He said, “I 
was seeing the results of my writing immedi- 
ately as concepts and actual game footage.” 
That experience is “the opposite of Hollywood,” 
where projects can stagger about like one of 
Lucio Fulci’s old-school slow zombies. After 
30 Days of Night, Niles sold the rights to 
seven projects, and all still languish in devel- 
opment hell. That may be for the best: Fellow 
World Horror Con guest Joe R. Lansdale has 
said it can be better to sell a story that never 
gets made than to have it made badly. 
“There’s a certain amount of truth to that,” 
Niles said. “Feeding your material into the cur- 
rent development process is about the most 
frightening thing that exists.” He blames a sys- 
tem that is built around rewrites and interfer- 
ence. He says: “There are people in the stu- 
dios who have very 9-to-5 jobs, and they’re 
assigned to work on our project. They have to 
go home to their loved one every night and 
say, ‘I did this.’ And if doing ‘this’ is changing 
Cal McDonald or making the vampires in 30 
Days not talk, then they did something.” 

The omens are still good for future mov- 
ies of Niles’ work. Your Flighness helmer 
David Gordon Green is adapting Freaks of 
the Fieartland, while former Guns n’ Roses 
guitarist Slash acquired Niles’ Frankenstein 
reboot Wake the Dead for his new Slasher 
Films shingle. Criminal Macabre is currently 
in development at Universal Pictures, 
although Niles said it needs “someone who 
can hit the right tone.” Having written spin- 
offs and tie-ins for The X-Files and 28 Days 
Later, he knows how deadly vital it is to hit 
the heart of the tale. “We’ve discovered 
time and again that the more accurate a 
movie is to its original property, generally 
people enjoy it more.” ■

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SWEDISH SENSATIONSFILMS: 

A CLANDESTINE HISTORY OF SEX, 
THRILLERS, AND KICKER CINEMA

(translated by Magnus Henriksson) 

Bazillion Points, 320 pp., $19.95 (paper) 

Regular attendees of the Alamo Drafthouse’s 
Weird Wednesdays already have more than a 
passing familiarity with the warped world of 
Swedish exploitation cinema, and, honestly, 
you’d be hard-pressed to throw a brick and not 
hit a Bergman fan in Austin. This encyclope- 
dic overview of the grimy-great underbelly of 
Swedish filmmaking reveals more delightfully 
depraved and downright perverse “sensations- 
films” than possibly even Lisbeth Salander 
could countenance. Swede Stieg Larsson’s 
phenomenally successful novels and their 
equally spiky film adaptations are less 
culturally aberrant than the upcom- 
ing Hollywood remakes would have 
you think. Sweden’s Sixties-era 
cinematic exports were known, 
loved, and even parodied in the 
pages of Mad magazine for their 
chilly gravitas (a la Ingmar) and their 
frequently fulfilled promise of then-rare 
onscreen sexuality (an explosively titillating 
combo that eventually resulted in both Woody 
Allen and Wes Craven, oddly enough). But who 
knew American sleaze-auteur Joe Sarno, of 
Confessions of a Young American Housewife 
fame, also helmed Fabodjantan, “the most 
notorious Swedish porn film of all time”? 
Granted, I’ve yet to make my way through 
Sarno’s entire cinematic CV, but arousing the 
entirety of Sweden is a feat likely unmatched 
to this day. Sweden preemptively returned the 
favor a decade earlier with the equally docu-rot- 
ic / Am Curious (Yellow) in 1967, but the blood, 
guts, sex, and death in genius shockers like 
Bo Arne Vibenius’s Thriller: A Cruel Picture are 
infinitely more fascinating than the frank, hippi- 
fied sexcapades of Vilgot Sjoman’s (Yellow) and 
follow-up / Am Curious (Blue). Virtually any film 
starring the intense, feline charms of Christina 
Lindberg (of Thriller, aka They Call Her One Eye, 
a particularly spurty fountain of inspiration for 
Quentin Tarantino’s Kill Bill ) is guaranteed to 
arouse something, anything, and likely influ- 
enced Larsson’s Lisbeth. 


Author Ekeroth’s lavishly illustrat- 
ed tome delivers on its titular promise 
and then some. It’s exhaustive in every 
way, providing capsule summaries and intrigu- 
ing miniessays on films ranging from the mildly 
odd (Carl-Gustaf Lindstedt in cowboy shoot-’em- 
up Wild West Story) to the must-see (the one- 
sheet for 1965’s Morianerna features the defin- 
ing U.S. attitude toward Swedish cinema at the 
time, proclaiming “Only SWEDEN could SHOCK 
like this!”). In between, Ekeroth provides a run- 
ning commentary on the history of cinema cen- 
sorship in his native land. Sweden was the first 
country to have a government-entrenched board 
of film censors, with the resulting tension lead- 
ing time and again to some of the most intel- 
lectual and politically charged exploitation films 
in all of cinema. Swedish Sensationsfilms deftly 
chronicles these hypersexualized odes to bad 
girls, worse men, and doom-dark ultraviolence 
with obvious reverence for the subject matter. 
And it’s just plain impossible not to dig a poly- 
math author like Ekeroth, whose side projects 
include playing bass for Stockholm death met- 
allers Tyrant and coming up with album titles 
like At War With Straightedge. Really. That’s 
just cool as fuck (yellow). - Marc Savlov

The Violet Crown Cinema brings the arthouse ethos to Downtown

Two weeks shy of its opening date, the Violet Crown Cinema 
didn’t look a whole lot like a cinema. Not yet at least. As owner 
and operator Bill Banowsky walked me through the space 
located in the 2nd Street District, he motioned to where leather 
banquettes will eventually be installed in the two-level lounge 
and to where the custom theatre seats, en route from Australia, 
will take their places inside the four 50-seat, stadium-style 
theatres. Along with the closet-sized digital projection unit, an 
ICEE machine, not yet installed, was the most identifiably mov- 
ielike thing about the space. But even under construction, it’s 
easy to see that the bones of the place - well, they’re gorgeous. 

One week out from its grand opening on April 29, the pace has 
noticeably quickened inside the theatre. Gleaming subway tiles line 


the walls, the cushy theatre rows are now bolted down, and there’s 
even a technician tinkering with the ICEE maker. Still, there’s a lot 
to do till opening. I ask Banowsky if he’s in the scary place. “I’ve 
been in the scary place.” He smiles. “I’m beyond the scary place.” 
A key player at the Landmark and Magnolia theatre chains, 
as well as the owner and operator of the North Carolina-based 
Carolina Cinemas, Banowsky has spent 10 years hatching a 
plan for an arthouse theatre in Central Austin. (A few years 
back, there was an aborted effort to open a theatre at the comer 
of Sixth and Lamar.) “A lot of great films don’t play in Central 
Austin,” he says, alluding to the north-dwelling Regal Arbor 
Cinema’s lock on a good chunk of the arthouse, foreign, and 
documentary titles that pass through town. Banowsky doesn’t 


see his new theatre as necessarily at odds with the Arbor; 
rather, he’s aiming to create “a second zone of arthouse film in 
Austin.” He also doesn’t anticipate much crossover between the 
Violet Crown’s slate and that of the Alamo Drafthouse at the 
Ritz on Sixth Street, the only other Downtown option. 

In a crowded entertainment district, where parking comes at a 
premium and the hassle of just getting around means once you 
park, you plan to stay, Banowsky hopes the Violet Crown’s added 
perks will convince moviegoers to make a night of it: Four hours 
of free parking in the connecting AMLI lot are provided to ticket- 
buyers, and the theatre offers an extensive beer and wine list, mixed 
drinks, and an eclectic, upscale snack menu that mns from a cheese 
plate to pizza to cake balls. (See “Violet Crown Cinema,” Food, 
p.39, for more about the menu.) It all comes at an upscale cost, too 
- matinee tickets mn $9, Monday through Thursday night shows 
are $11, and Friday through Sunday, $13 - but $3 Pabst proves 
Violet Crown knows how to court the hometown crowd. ■

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The Black Angels started Austin Psych Fest to link the 
original psychedelic awakening of the late 1960s to its mod- 
ern resurgence. The connection crystallizes this weekend 
with the band’s most ambitious outing to date: a three-day 
reverb holiday at the Seaholm Power Plant that promises 
58 bands across two stages, including marquee headliners 
(Omar Rodriguez Lopez, Spectrum, Prefuse 73), promis- 
ing newcomers (the Fresh & Onlys, No Joy, White Hills), 
and coming full circle on Sunday, local pioneers of the genre 
Roky Erickson and Cold Sun. 

The latter act cut only one record, 1970’s Dark Shadows, a 
twisted peyote raga of mystical revelations and Egyptian 
mythology that was shelved after negotiations fell through 
with Columbia Records. They then backed Erickson, first as 
Bleib Alien - heard on 1975’s “Starry Eyes” b/w “Red 
Temple Prayer (Two Headed Dog)” - then as the Aliens, the 
legendary crew on 1981’s The Evil One. A limited-edition 
release of Dark Shadows by Dallas’ Rockadelic Records in 
1989 led to a proper reissue two decades later by Germany’s 
World in Sound, the liner notes of which feature Jello Biafra 
heralding the LP as “the best psychedelic album I know of.” 

“People over the years convinced me that it was ahead of 
its time, so in a way I don’t think of it as something from the 
past,” reasons leader and electric Autoharp spellbinder Bill 
Miller. “Maybe it was just something from another world.”

Fest marks the band’s first performance in close to 40 years 
and prefaces the release of a new album, Rites of Osiris. 

“What Roky did with [True Love Cast Out All Evil] is really 
amazing and unprecedented,” says Miller. “What would be 
even more amazing is for an entire band to do that. That’s 
why we’re so excited about Psych Fest. We’d fit right in with 
what’s happening right now.”

Center (10601 N. Lamar). Early bird admittance ($25) begins 
on Friday and carries through the rest of the weekend, with $5

Huey P. Meaux 

(1929-2011) 

Known as the “Crazy Cajun,” Huey P. 
Meaux died Saturday, April 23, of multiple 
organ failure at his home in Winnie, Texas, 
leaving behind a complicated legacy of 
extreme highs and lows. The owner of 
Houston’s influential SugarHill Studios 
and the first South by Southwest key- 
note speaker, Meaux pioneered the Gulf 
Coast’s “swamp pop” sound in the 1950s, 
producing regional hits by the likes of 
Barbara Lynn (“You’ll Lose a Good Thing”) 
and Joe Barry (“I’m a Fool To Care”), 
while working with everyone from Lightnin’ 
Hopkins and Archie Bell to Roy Head. 
He’s best remembered for concocting 
Texas’ answer to the British Invasion, the 
Sir Douglas Quintet, and spearheading 
Freddy Fender’s comeback with the 1974 
crossover success of “Before the Last 
Teardrop Falls” as well as “Wasted Days 
and Wasted Nights.” His career was irrevo- 
cably tarnished in 1996 when police raid- 
ed his studio and found hundreds of 
Polaroids of a sexual nature. Meaux plead- 
ed guilty to two counts of sexual assault 
with a child among other charges, includ- 
ing child pornography, and was sentenced 
to 15 years in prison. He was released in 
2007. “If you can separate the music from 
his transgressions, [Huey’s] one of those 
guys they don’t make anymore,” relates 
Shandon Sahm. “He had a hustle to him, 
and a hit-record mentality. He knew what 
was up before it happened and really went 
after it.” Services will be held at Broussard’s 
Mortuary in Winnie on Saturday, April 30, 
at 2pm.

Smell, sound, and touch are especially important to TJ Wade, 
who’s been blind nearly since birth. The keyboardist and singer 
of Foot Patrol, Austin’s only R&B/funk band devoted entirely to 
matters of the sole, puts his senses to singular use. 

Sitting on the couch of Foot Patrol co-founder/bassist/pro- 
ducer Hung Nguyen, his head bobs up and down to the hip- 
hop playing in the background, and in between scratches and 
sniffs of my feet, he freestyle raps over it. There’s something 
visceral about Wade’s singular obsession and how it inspires 
him. Good beats and a pair of stinky feet are his best muse. 

A DIY funk band fronted by a blind guy with a foot fetish is 
an interesting hook, but Austin has its share of novel acts. Foot 
Patrol could’ve been relegated to that tier, but in the last year, 
the group’s managed to transcend the joke and become some- 
thing more concrete. 

In fact, it’s the decade-plus friendship between Nguyen, a 
Vietnamese immigrant, and Wade, a sight-impaired African- 
American, that makes an idea as ridiculous as Foot Patrol endear- 
ing. They met when Nguyen was an instructor at the Texas 
School for the Blind & Visually Impaired and Wade was a 
14-year-old student there, bonding over their love of Prince. 
Nguyen quickly recognized Wade’s talents and encouraged him 
to perform. Soon enough, they were recording together on a 
4-track recorder, absorbing Ice Cube, Scarface, and Geto Boys, 
which resulted in their hardcore rap duo, Terroristic. 


“Coming up, Ice-T was my number one influence,” Wade 
says. “He taught me you can say what you want - it doesn’t 
matter what people think. Especially being blind, sometimes 
people don’t always understand you. Ice-T taught me to vent.” 

In 2000, Wade graduated from TSBVI and left Texas to try 
and make it in mainstream music, landing with the label 
Grassroots Entertainment. 

“That, of course, was harder than I thought,” he admits. “I 
worked with D ’Wayne Wiggins from Tony! Toni! Tone! and 
[producer] Krucial. But it was compromise, and I knew that 
with the music I liked I wasn’t going to compromise. 

“They wanted me to look like Elton John, with the glasses. 
They wanted me to sound like the guy from Creed. They put 
me on a diet after they saw my mom bringing me KFC. 

“They like: ‘Welcome to the game, man. You gonna 
lift weights.’ 

“I wasn’t with it.” 

Wade and Nguyen reunited in 2005 when the singer’s 
mother saw he needed an outlet and got back in touch with his 
former teacher. Foot Patrol was born. 


“When Ghostland Observatory broke out from that one 
[Austin City Limits Music Festival] performance, that’s when I 
was like, ‘Well, that’s just two guys with a drum machine and 
keyboards,”’ Nguyen says. “And TJ can sing better than that. 
‘Why don’t we do that?’ We wanted to update funk as a genre.” 
One of the pair’s first songs, “Freeze,” from 2006 debut 
Toetry in Motion, is one of Foot Patrol’s most popular, the cho- 
rus of which (“Freeze/You’re under arrest/Put your feet behind 
your head”) is unlike any other you’ll hear shouted by a crowd 
of drunk college boys and Downtown ladies. Same goes for 
“Such a Pity,” from the following year’s Smellabration, which 
insists, “It’s such a pity that your toes are oh so pretty but you 
won’t put out.” Wade and Nguyen’s collective ear for beats and 
choruses has turned fetish into something accessible. 

“It’s gimmicky, like Gallagher or Weird Al,” Nguyen acknowl- 
edges. “That’s part of what we’re going for. Some levity. It’s 
subversion done subtly. 

“I also wanted TJ to have an audience.” 

They certainly do now. Foot Patrol’s crowd has grown expo- 
nentially since their first gig at Chain Drive five years ago. Last 
summer’s Michael Jackson tribute night - complete with a 
moonwalk contest - packed Scoot Inn’s outdoor patio with 
fans honoring a man whose music was sometimes considered 
taboo too. After the performance, Wade entertained a long line 
of women waiting to have their feet worshipped. 

Feets, Don’t Fail Me Now 

The 28-year-old Wade is upbeat, often moving his head and 
arms to some beat heard or unheard. He’s aware of his talent. 
“I’m a triple threat,” he says. “Singer. Rapper. Keyboardist.” 
He strictly likes women’s feet, but doesn’t mind having his 
rubbed, or more specifically, tickled. 

“I realized I was into feet when I was about 10 years old,” 
Wade says. “I would ask different girls my age what shoes they

FOOT PATROL Pussyfooting 

With their fourth full-length, Foot Patrol delivers what will surely be hailed as the 
pinnacle of podiatric funk for decades to come. The onetime 4-track project from the 
fertile minds of keyboard wiz TJ Wade and bassist Hung Nguyen has burgeoned into 
a crack ensemble that almost makes you forget every lyric on Pussyfooting is about 
feet. As Wade’s falsetto vocal on the title track attests, purple-hued Minneapolis 
funk drives this bus, though it’s hard to imagine Prince cutting in on his own groove 
with a fake commercial for something called “Funion Bunyons.” The New Wave- 
flavored “Dirty Digits” blips and bops like an outtake from the Revenge of the Nerds 
soundtrack, while “Raw Footage” borrows from TV theme king Mike Post to stomp 
its point home. There’s even a cameo from Chrissy, Wade’s blond bimbo alter ego. If 
this isn’t the hottest foot worship party on wax, I’ll eat my shoe.

were wearing, if they wanted their feet rubbed. 
One person just happened to hand me their 
foot. And it’s been on ever since.” 

“That was just a thing TJ had,” Nguyen 
continues. “We didn’t want to exploit it. It’s a 
personal inclination, and we all have our 
things. But at that point in his life, I knew TJ 
was bitter about mainstream music. So I said: 
‘We’re gonna write funky songs about feet. It’s 
gonna be fun, and you’re gonna get some.’” 
An extreme concept, but it melded the duo’s 
different influences in a unique way, “using a 
hip-hop medium and non-hip-hop source mate- 
rial, stuff like the Residents,” explains Nguyen. 
“Plus, the puns never stop. People are always 


telling me new ones. Most of the titles on our 
new album are ones friends told us. They’re like, 
‘How about ... raw/ootage?’ 

“And we’re like, ‘Now we’ve got to write a 
song about it.’” 

Pussyfooting, the group’s fourth full-length, 
has come a long way since Toetry in Motion. 
Mixed by Grupo Fantasma everyman Adrian 
Quesada, it’s heavier on beats, fuller on 
arrangements, and takes obsession to its logi- 
cal conclusion. It’s there on the cover, full 
circle: Officers Nguyen and Wade, neon-lit 
like extras from Hill Street Blues, with a pair of 
feet in cuffs. It’s the “essential” collection, and 
probably their last foot-centric one. They’re 


“about to evolve,” get away from the Prince 
vibe and get more “twisted,” Wade promises. 

Since adding a horn section - the Shoe 
Homs, natch - backup vocalists, theremin 
players, and gender-blurring dancers, Foot 
Patrol has become its own sort of Rocky Horror 
Picture Show, a slightly risque celebration of 
kink and identity. 

‘A lot of people think feet are disgusting,” 
Wade says. “People [with that fetish] often feel 
ashamed. I’m saying, this is something I like. I’m 
not afraid to say I like feet. I don’t think I should 
ever be ashamed about feet. I took a reflexology 
class, a massage class, and I got kicked out for 
liking feet too much. They didn’t see it as PG.” 

Foot in the Door 

Do a quick Web search for “foot worship,” 
and you’ll definitely dip into the “pop-up” 
depths of the Internet: trampling, binding, 
boot worship, the more humiliating side of it. 
Conversely, Foot Patrol celebrates feet with 
humor, pointing out it’s a common fetish. 
Andy Warhol allegedly had a foot fetish. So did 
Elvis and Dostoevsky. 

Nguyen researched foot fetish subgenres. 
That’s where Wade’s musical alter egos come 
in, like Chrissy, the blond fetish model who 
has an entire 2009 EP devoted to her, and 
“Mistress Monica,” the “chocolate, big-boned” 
dominatrix from Brooklyn who appears on 
Smellabration. The Foot Monster is Wade’s 


“Hulk” persona - when he can’t get enough 
feet. Skits peppering the Foot Patrol canon 
serve as another avenue of subversion. Wade 
grew up listening to cartoons and then mim- 
icking the voices. His Daffy Duck is spot-on. 

Wade currently lives in Killeen with his par- 
ents, who are helping him leam to live as an 
independent adult. Nguyen hopes to move him 
to Austin so he can have more of a social outlet. 

“I realized just last night that I’ve known TJ 
half his life,” he says. “We’ve been friends long 
enough that I could write what’s on TJ’s brain. 
People are surprised when they see I’ve writ- 
ten lyrics for a song, but it’s what TJ would’ve 
written too.” 

Nguyen shows me a bag of early minidisc 
recordings, with titles like “I Worship Satan.” 

“That was our connection. We both felt like 
outsiders. Growing up, there were psychologi- 
cal barriers, both with me and my culture, 
coming to America, and TJ being blind in a 
sighted world. I see that in him. We’re kindred 
spirits in that sense.” 

Wade nods his head. “I’ve heard that term 
before, kindred spirits.” ■

Scenes From a Rubdown 

Austin Chronicle: What does a foot session consist of? Is it different for 
every foot? 

TJ Wade: It is. It’s a combination of massage and tickling. But I like to add 
in my own twists and turns. 

AC: Do you always start from the top? 

TJW: I start from the top, to the heel. Then a little of this [tickling]. Hold 
up, do you mind being recorded? I want to get your every reaction. 

AC: Sure. Are your feet ticklish? 

TJW: Yeah, if you know how to tickle right they can be. 

AC: What is it about laughter? 

TJW: It’s orgasmic in a way. Since I can’t see, I envision how they’re doing 


it. Some tickle festish videos, you can hear the nails against the feet, 
and you can tell how they’re doing it. I envision how it feels. Is this person 
really laughing or is it an act? 

AC: Are feet strictly an erotic thing? 

TJW: Not strictly. Sometimes my aunts will want me to rub their feet. 
They’ve been on them all day. I’ll rub them, but there’s nothing erotic 
about that. Do you mind if I smell them? 

AC: Go for it. 

TJW: They smell good. I know there’s a fine line, but me, I don’t know 
when to quit. 

AC: Would you massage feet all day if you could? 

TJW: The longest I’ve massaged a foot was four hours. She fell asleep, 
but I was in heaven.

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EXPLOSIONS IN THE SKY 

Take Care, Take Care, Take Care 
(Temporary Residence) 

Explosions in the Sky has always been 
a self-fulfilling prophecy. Since its very 
first flier (“Wanted: Sad Triumphant Rock 
Band”), Austin’s signature post-rock out- 
fit harbored an indisputable, trademark 
sound: crisp, translucent guitar sagas of 
apocalyptic proportion, with artillery com- 
mand and euphoric release. The aural cin- 
ematography of the group’s first two LPs, 
2000’s How Strange , Innocence and Those 
Who Tell the Truth Shall Die , Those Who Tell 
the Truth Shall Live Forever in the next year, 
introduced the local phenomenon - guitar- 
ists Munaf Rayani and Michael James, 
auxiliary bassist/guitarist Mark Smith, and 
one-man drum line Christopher Hrasky- 
before the arc of 2003’s The Earth Is Not a 
Cold Dead Place achieved rare perfection. 
With the noted exception of melancholic 
piano ode “So Long, Lonesome,” 2007’s 
All of a Sudden I Miss Everyone proved a 
lateral step, though the accompanying disc 
of remixes introduced new sonic terrain to 
the EITS catalog. Follow-up Take Care , Take 
Care , Take Care largely forgoes the wide- 
screen expanse of the band’s Friday Night 
Lights film soundtrack (2004) if favor of a 
more insular experience, casting intrigue 
in the minute details. Opener “Last Known 
Surroundings” blossoms in the expected 
fashion, building from a red sky expanse of 
sustained guitar to an instantly classic EITS 
crescendo, while closing three-part drama 
“Let Me Back In” peaks in a flurry of harmo- 
nized arpeggios. In between, the foursome 
finds new ways to fill the empty spaces, 
most notably with distant hymnal vocals 
in “Human Qualities,” crumbling, winter 
ambience on “Be Comfortable, Creature,” 
and various disfigured samples throughout 
the album. That’s mirrored in Hrasky’s 
approach as well, which varies from choppy 
body percussion in “Human Qualities” to 
a straight backbeat for “Postcard From 
1952.” These new elements fuse in 
“Trembling Hands,” where atop looped 
group chants Hrasky keeps pace with his 
bandmates’ Blue Angels demonstration of 
cascading guitar figures. Nearly combust- 
ing in just 3:31, it’s a linear reverie with a 
nitro heart, and proof that Explosions in 
the Sky have turned a page. (Explosions 
in the Sky light ACL Live at the Moody 
Theater, Friday, June 17.)

STEVE EARLE 

I’ll Never Get Out of 
This World Alive 
(New West) 

Harrowing twists 
and meaningful turns 
so define Steve Earle’s 
career that mortality 
underlies his oeuvre in powerfully subtle ways. 
Never one to do anything less than whole hog, 

HI Never Get Out of This World Alive tackles the 
subject head-on, both as a collection of new 
songs and as a novel, their shared title taken 
from Hank Williams’ last single. The book imag- 
ines the doctor who administered Williams’ 
last shot of morphine being haunted by the 
country music icon’s ghost. Similarly, some of 
the songs, like the bustling “Waitin’ on the Sky,” 
resulted from Earle losing his father in 2007. 
There’s also room for one last swipe at the Bush 
administration (“Little Emperor”), as well as the 
Emmy-nominated “This City” with its funereal 
horn arrangement by Allen Toussaint, heard in 
the New Orleans HBO series Treme, on which 
Earle occasionally appears. T Bone Burnett’s 
production provides a certain dusky character 
to these songs that lends them a weight beyond 
their unadorned sentiments. He’s added actor, 
novelist, radio show host, and playwright to his 
resume, but Earle proves he’s still capable of 
getting to the heart of the matter with charisma 
and skill. (Steve Earle performs from his 
new album and signs copies of his upcom- 
ing book of the same name at Waterloo 
Records, Wednesday, May 4, 5pm.)

MEAT PUPPETS 

Lollipop (Megaforce) 

The Meat Puppets’ third album since broth- 
ers Curt and Cris Kirkwood reunited in 2007 
concludes with a smattering of studio talk that 



will likely strike fans as 
typical of the band: “I 
don’t know, I could prob- 
ably do it better,” offers 
Curt, breathing heavy. 

The Meat Puppets 
embody that sense of 
nonchalant self-depreca- 
tion alongside a propen- 
sity for brash, fuck-all attitude. With Shandon 
Sahm back behind the kit, Lollipop pales some- 
what next to 2009’s critically acclaimed peak 
reunion disc Sewn Together, yet it pushes 
effectively into different directions beyond the 
sludgy, slurred guitars of their synonymous 
1990s style. The classic acid-licked playful- 
ness comes through on “Damn Thing” and 
toned-down “Amazing,” while “Baby Don’t” 
rolls Bakersfield shuffle into cow-licked 
rockabilly, and closer “The Spider and the 
Spaceship” provides a bizarrely loping parable 
that frustrates meaning. Ultimately, the refrain 
to “slow down” on “Orange” captures where 
the modern Meat Puppets seem to rest best: 
casual and contemplative.

Cosmic Priestess 
(Small Stone) 

Metallic improvisation- 
alists Tia Carrera tele- 
graph more than most 
with song lengths. The 
instrumental Austin trio’s 
second disc for Detroit 
indie Small Stone, Cosmic Priestess, reaches 
deep space nine on its run times alone: 

7:32, 15:10, 33:40, 8:01. “Slave Cylinder” 
blasts off this sci-fi novella light-years past 
the distortion point, its intergalactic exhaust 
blowing a hole in its space muffler the size 
of a moon cluster. Heavy psychedelic blues, 
in other words, with a fifth gear in drummer 
Erik Conn’s protean drum engine, zero to light 
speed in one roll of the toms even as guitarist 
Jason Morales solos into other worlds with 
a steady molten flow. That leaves bassist 
Jamey Simms as the sunburst, a burning star 
of narcotic fuzz and pulse. Floydian “Sand, 
Stone and Pearl” assumes a post-warp trawl 
in Fender Rhodes keyboardist Erza Reynolds 
glazing the weightlessness of the rhythm sec- 
tion as Morales radiates 23rd century dark 
matter blues. As centerpiece, “Saturn Missile 
Battery” pummels a certain inevitability past

Into the Black (Strong Woman) 

With the breakup of folkie favorites the 
Hudsons, Brian Hudson strikes out on his 
own with a set that’s spare and deeply 
personal, yet sounds somehow incomplete. 
Hudson’s simple melodies reach a naivete 
approaching Harry Nilsson at times, espe- 
cially on the shimmering “The Shield,” but 
too often Into the Black sounds like eight 
demos waiting for a band, musical ideas that 
Hudson hasn’t quite thought through. ★★★

Pope of Fools 

Under the name Medicine 
Park, Clay Berkes constructs

Here We Go Again: 

Celebrating the 
Genius of Ray Charles 
(Blue Note/EMI) 

Like its 2008 predecessor, Two Men With 
the Blues, this live collaboration of icons 
Nelson and Marsalis performing the music 
of Ray Charles isn’t likely to generate any 
new converts. In fact, the uniqueness that 
was largely the saving grace of the previous 
outing doesn’t hold sway anymore. Despite 
boasting favorites from Charles repertoire 
including “Cryin’ Time,” “Busted,” and “Hit 
the Road Jack,” this summit never clicks, 
perhaps a result of the one-off nature of 
the project making it hard for the musical 
personalities to fully gel. Still, it’s always a 
joy to hear Nelson’s singing mess with time 
and phrasing, abetted by a loose-limbed 
jazz outfit and first-rate soloists like trum- 
peter Marsalis. Adding to her growing list of 
stellar guest appearances on other people’s 
albums, Jones is perhaps the brightest light 
here as she lends her grace to “Come Rain 
or Come Shine,” “Makin’ Whoopee,” and 
several duets with Nelson. Maybe you just 
had to have been there.

* The Essential Wagoneers 

Had this CD been released a year ago, the Wagoneers 
would have been a footnote in the annals of local alt. 
country. A handful of reunion gigs beginning with South 
by Southwest 2011 now stamps the late-1980s Austin 
quartet’s indelible strum-and-twang as essential indeed. 

Digitizing for the first time the band’s only releases, A&M’s 
Stout & High (1988) and Good Fortune (1989), plus a trio 
of country gospel songs from an unreleased project, The 
Essential Wagoneers is a fresh listen to classic Texas coun- 
try from four veteran musicians finding new life in their old 
band. Monte Warden, Craig Pettigrew, Tom Lewis, and Brent Wilson maintained distinguished 
careers once the band broke up in 1990 - Warden penned hits for George Strait among others - 
but the Wagoneers’ initial run continues to distinguish itself with timeless themes that lean toward 
historical Western folk. “Stout and High” evokes the fall of the Alamo, while a soldier watches 
“Atlanta” as it burns during the Civil War. Unpretentious calls to the dance floor such as the boot- 
scooting “Everybody Calls My Baby Honey” and belly-rubbers like “Lie and Say You Love Me” with 
Brent Wilson on vocals brim with sincerity and ear-tag them as 100% Texan. If the Wagoneers 
were once the right band at the wrong time, in 2011, they’re the right band at the right here and 
now. (The Wagoneers twang & bang in-store at Waterloo Records, Tuesday, May 10, 5pm.)

A Chinese Capitalist’s Learning Curve: In the early hours of the destruction 
at Japan’s Fukushima nuclear power plant in March, rumors abounded 
that millions of people might need iodine products to fight off radiation. A 
restaurateur named Guo in Wuhan, China, seeing the price of iodized table 
salt rise dramatically, cleverly cornered the market with AV 2 tons of it, trucked 
it to his home, where it filled half the rooms. According to a March 25 China 
Daily report, the price has returned to pre-Fukushima levels - much less than 
what Guo paid, and he can neither return the salt (lacking documentation) nor 
sell nor transport it (lacking the proper licenses). 


journal article that Mathieu sings in tune but 
merely flails with his body, bouncing up and 
down much more randomly than do people 
who are merely poor dancers. 

From the September 2010 issue of the 
journal Endoscopy, reported by three physi- 
cians at the Albert Einstein Medical Center in 
Philadelphia: A 52-year-old woman undergo- 
ing a routine colonoscopy was shown on the 
screen to have a cockroach in her traverse 
colon. A literature review revealed no previ- 
ous cases of cockroaches (but, e.g., ants, 
wasps, bees). Though the cockroach was not 
welcome, the doctors acknowledged that in 
some other countries, they are delicacies. 

Scientists Just Wanna Have Fun: A team of 
whimsical researchers at Japan’s University of 
Osaka Graduate School of Frontier Biosciences 
has produced a strain of mice prone to “mis- 
copying” DNA - making them susceptible to 
developing sometimes-unexpected mutations, 
such as its recently born mouse that tweets 
like a bird. Lead researcher Arikuni Uchimura 
told London’s Daily Mail that he had expected 
to produce, instead, a mouse with an odd 
shape, but the “singing mouse” emerged. 
Previously, the team produced a mouse with 
dachshund-like short limbs.

People With Too Much Money: 1) During 
New York City’s Fashion Week in February, 
“fanny packs” made a comeback (though 


certainly not under that name), according to 
a Wall Street Journal report, with prices 
ranging from $325 for Diane von 
Furstenberg to $4,675 for a Hermes “Kelly 
Bandeau” model. 2) An unidentified “coal 
baron” in northern China purchased an 
11-month-old, 180-pound red Tibetan mas- 
tiff recently from a breeder in Qingdao for 
the equivalent of about $1.52 million. “The 
price is justified,” said breeder Lu Liang.

What Federal Cutbacks?: In March, 
DailyCaller.com, combing federal govern- 
ment job announcements, found more than 
1,000 in Washington, D.C., including a 
Facebook manager for the Interior 
Department ($115,000 annually), a stu- 
dent internship at the Housing Finance 
Agency ($48,000, the same salary as 
being offered by the Pentagon for mail-room 
clerks), and managers of equal-opportunity 
employment programs at the Peace Corps 
($155,000) and the Transportation 
Department (almost $180,000).

Learning to fly without looking down. When pilot R .J. 

Nickel invited me on a training flight in a four-seat Piper, I 
jumped at the chance. I admitted afterward that I’m a little 

uncomfortable with heights. 

I love the sensation of flying. After years of being a customer of large airlines, I still get a thrill 
soaring through the clouds. It’s airports that I hate. 

After a walk-around 
inspection of the blue- 
and-white plane, we 
climb into the cockpit. 

As we taxi toward the 
runway, R.J. lets me 
steer the plane with the 
pedals. It is a bit like the 
rudder pedals on a 
kayak. 

Set for takeoff and 
cleared for launch, the 
double-yellow stripe 
down the middle of the 
runway zips underneath 
the airplane until it 
breaks away from the 
earth. The initial excite- 
ment of being free of 
gravity sends electricity 
through my straining 
muscles. I hope I never 

become so complacent about flying that I lose that rush of adrenaline it gives me. 

I look out the windshield and see only blue sky. The little plane is climbing effortlessly. It feels 
like we’re hanging in the air. R.J. is holding the steering wheel (called the yoke) with the light touch 
of one hand as if he were driving a sports car down an empty country road. Then he says, “You 
take the controls.” 

I want to feel the power of the airplane in my fingers, but something in me is hesitant. I squeeze 
the U-shaped controls in a death grip. I aim for the big puddle that is Lake Travis shimmering on 
the horizon, while the flaps shift at my touch. I push forward on the yoke and more of the horizon 
comes into view; I pull, and the nose of the plane rises to block the view. What a thrill: For the first 
time in my life, I really feel like I am flying. 

Back on the ground, Robert Graham of Step Up Aviation at Austin-Bergstrom International Airport 
explains what his company does. Pilot’s licenses can be earned in 20 to 40 hours, he says. Once 
you get the license, the aircraft club has a fleet of seven airplanes that members use without the 
expense of full ownership. 

“Having a private pilot’s license opens a lot of opportunities for vacations and business,” 

Graham says. Of course, one of the first things you would want to do is join the $100 hamburger 
club, aviation slang for a pilot who spends $95 for fuel to get a $5 hamburger. 

Graham recommends the Fifties-themed diner at the Brenham Municipal Airport and the Hangar 
Hotel Airport Diner at the Fredericksburg airport as popular short flights. “Llano is popular for the 
barbecue and the pretty flight over the Highland Lakes,” Graham says.

Austin Chronicle ? Submit your sporty happening 
online at austinchronicle.com/commform. 
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It would do no good to write a conventional theatre review 
of the Rude Mechanicals’ production of I’ve Never Been So 
Happy. If this were The Glass Menagerie, I could write that the 


play is about a displaced Southern family 
trapped by their mother’s longing for past 
glories, and you’d get the idea. But if I said 
that I’ve Never Been So Happy is a love 
story, it wouldn’t get across the scope of 
this thing. A theatre review is, in part, sup- 
posed to provide an established record of 
the experience of seeing a production, so 
perhaps there’s some better way to convey 
the impact of watching this show. 

Here goes: For 2 V 2 hours, I’ve Never Been 
So Happy leads to its final song in such a 
way that you don’t realize where it’s been 
going until you’re there, listening with your 
jaw on the floor as the whole cast sings 
about breakfast tacos. 

Before the final song, there is a multi- 
tude of other songs with dancing, plus an 
intermission to end all intermissions. (Wear 
active clothing to fully enjoy the carnival.) 
Observe the theatrical framing of the narra- 
tive within a Western variety-hour show star- 
ring a daughter (Meg Sullivan) and her over- 
bearing father (Lowell Bartholomee). A hero 
(Jason Liebrecht) enters, and when we first 
meet him, he is being dragged across the 
stage by a mountain lion - the last mountain 
lion in Texas, no less. Yes, a freaking moun- 
tain lion, and in that beautiful show-don ’t-te 1 1 
way, playwright Kirk Lynn and company have 
created a play that is somehow, in some 
subrational way, entirely for Austin. Possibly 
it could play elsewhere and audiences would 
enjoy themselves (they’d better!), but as it 
is, with a cowboy playing the piano outside 


the theatre and seven people on violins 
inside, with a chick dressed up as God deliv- 
ering poetic verse to visitors in exchange 
for a piece of rope during intermission and 
a heavy metal number in Act II in celebra- 
tion of the mountain lion, I’ve Never Been So 
Happy is a show that fills you with Austinite 
pride in exactly the way that makes you, at 
other times, roll your eyes at how proud and 
happy everybody in Austin is to be in Austin. 

Again, about the final song: It is earned. 
Composer Peter Stopschinski, who co-wrote 
the lyrics with Kirk Lynn, has created a song 
in which every line suggests first selfishness 
and then simple generosity, not unlike a 
two-step. All of the music in I’ve Never Been 
So Happy is excellent in composition and 
execution, but it’s that final song that brings 
together all parts of the play. Who cares that 
not everyone in the cast is a singer to the 
degree of Amy Hackerd, who sings backup 
and shares the mountain lion role? The cast 
does that thing where an actor with a decent 
voice imbues the music with his or her 
character to the point where the singing is 
elevated beyond arguments about technique. 

After the performance ended, I went home 
to my husband. Seeing I’ve Never Been So 
Happy, one understands that the words “I 
love you” don’t cut it. Instead, I held his 
hand as he watched a movie and thought 
about how these are the times, the quiet 
and ordinary ones, that allow one to share 
in love and joy. I wish the same for you who 
are reading this. - Elizabeth Cobbe

“Success is not a finite resource,” as Jamie Wieck 
points out in his recent “The 50 Things Every Graphic 
Design Student Should Know,” and you can bet your 


favorite tube of Grumbacher that it 
goes double for what we’re still call- 
ing the fine(r) arts. 

There’s no zero-sum game going 
on whereby one artist must lose 
because some other artist wins. And 
what does “winning,” what does “suc- 
cess” even mean in that more rar- 
efied field, other than the artists’ own 
feelings of satisfaction derived from 
having thoroughly expressed what 
they’ve been striving to express? 

We’d like to believe it’s not about 
money. We’d like to believe it’s not 
about fame. We’d like to believe it’s 
not about some critic’s response. 
We’d like to believe art is honestly 
beyond all that. We’d like to believe 
that - I’d like to believe that, even as 
I walk away from the latest show at 
Downtown’s Champion Gallery, feel- 
ing pretty meh about “The Sultans 
Played Creole,” the exhibition cur- 
rently occupying the venue. 

James Cope of Dallas’ Goss- 
Michael Foundation is the curator 
of this collection, featuring work by 
Kadar Brock, Branton Ellerbee, Nick 
Mathis, Cody Poole, Caris Reid, Amy 
Revier, and Marjorie Schwarz. Cope 
must certainly regard his choices 
as being examples of what’s suc- 
ceeded as art, just as he must have 
a deeper knowledge of art history, a 
sweeter pedigree in the field, than 
your reviewer here. But, whillikers, 


the paintings and arranged objects at 
Champion right now brought nothing 
new or interesting or impressive to 
my head or heart, especially nothing 
in the same universe as the sense of 
grandeur and delightfully obsessive 
illustrated vision that Champion’s pre- 
vious show - the “Animal Again” of 
Jules Buck Jones - provided. 

You could go, of course; you could 
judge for yourself and let me know 
of any dissenting opinion? That’d be 
a favor to the conversation, as it’s 
called. Sonia Dutton, the gallery’s 
owner, did a similar favor right before 
I left: She pointed out a video show, 
“QNTV,” staged in Champion but 
separate from the “Creole” exhibit. 

So I sat and watched a group 
of music videos - eclectic, delight- 
ful, jarring, vivid, curated by Rachel 
Adams and Zoe Taleporos - of which 
one is now one of my all-time favorite 
videos. “Williamsburg Will Oldham 
Horror” by Mark Locke and Jeffrey 
Lewis, appropriately enough, is about 
the whole question of artistic suc- 
cess, about why people might make 
art at all, and it’s (besides a work of 
art itself, besides howlingly funny) a 
powerful addition to the conversation. 

Otherwise, I’m looking forward to 
what Champion Gallery’s next show will 
have to say; but “The Sultans Played 
Creole” wasn’t, ah, wasn’t talking my 
language at all. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Berkovsky and director Jeff Hinkle mix the 
Bard’s Two Gents with songs, turning the play 
into a kind of faux chamber musical. While 
the music is culled from various sources, 
many of the songs contain original lyrics 
(most by Berkovsky) based on the play, which 
follows the pro-love Proteus and the anti- 
love Valentine as each falls for the sublime 
Sylvia, with Proteus’ former love, Julia, dis- 
guising herself as a man and traveling from 
Verona to Milan in search of her lost love. 

There’s much fun to be had at this City 
Theatre Company production. Berkovsky 
uses a lot of Shakespeare’s text and adds 
more to it than just the songs. There’s a 
character named Eros (played sharply by R. 
Michael Clinkscales) that you won’t find in 
the original script, who narrates the action 
and provides assists as various characters 
throughout. The actors freely augment the 
story with bits of other Shakespearean plays 
as well as modern colloquialisms. Berkovsky 
has a very gay take on Shakespeare’s play, 
and his adapted script supports the idea. 
The actors as a group rely heavily on the 
sexuality inherent in Shakespeare’s original, 
and Berkovsky has turned one of the main 
characters into a cross-dresser, which works 
beautifully both in the context of the play 
as it’s been given to us - with a woman 
pretending to be a man - and in the context 
of the play as it was originally presented - 
with men playing all the roles, including the 
female roles. Mix in the songs, every one of 


which is seemingly about relations between 
the sexes, and you’ve got an evening full of 
musical comedy love. 

More often than not, it all works because 
the actors have so much fun playing 
Shakespeare as though it were a high school 
musical (which this kind of feels like, mostly 
in a very good way). Generally speaking, the 
supporting cast steals the show. Michelle 
Alexander as Julia’s maid, Lucetta, executes 
the patter song “A Woman’s Reason” almost 
perfectly and shakes the foundations of love 
with “A Good Man Is Hard To Find.” As the 
highbrow Duchess of Milan and mother of 
Sylvia, Ashley Edwards vamps it to the hilt in 
“Feeling Good.” Nelson Flores consistently 
amuses with his street take on the role of 
rival suitor Thurio, and Kirk Kelso as Proteus’ 
father, Antonio, provides a great surprise in 
“Amor” when he reveals - well, I don’t want 
to give too much away. Gonna have to see 
the show for that one. 

It’s always fun to see a live animal 
onstage, and you get that here as well with 
the bulldog Opie of Bullrun in the role of the 
gaseous Crab. (Yes, Shakespeare did fart 
jokes, so there is actually hope for the likes 
of Judd Apatow.) Should you attend, you also 
might get to see something that you don’t 
often see practically anywhere in Austin live 
theatre - some truly painful moments. But 
it wouldn’t be a faux Shakespearean high 
school chamber musical comedy without a 
couple of those, would it? - Barry Pineo

Winner of both an Oscar and Golden Globe for this year’s Best 
Foreign Language Film, In a Better World obviously speaks to 
a wide number of people. Danish filmmaker Susanne Bier in 
all her films (among them Open Hearts, Brothers, and her one 
American film, Things We Lost in the Fire) exhibits a wonderful abil- 
ity to use drama and the relationships among characters to explore 
issues of morality and responsibility. The personal is always 


political in Bier’s world and vice versa - but 
always broached in a nondidactic manner 
that is accepting of human foibles. There 
is always a strong sense of human warmth 
that emanates from Bier’s films, despite 
their interest in ethical dilemmas and moral 
principles. Two analogous and some- 
what intertwined stories are told 
here, and it’s the parallels between 
them that cause us to ponder their 
meanings. Although structurally, 

Bier’s dual-narrative design is a bit 
programmatic, the comparisons 
between the two stories yield 
perspectives that might not be 
glimpsed otherwise. Persbrandt, with his 
world-weary blue eyes, plays a doctor named 
Anton who works in African refugee camps 
and aid shelters where people have been 
torn from their homes and horribly maimed 
and disfigured by the assaults of a barbaric 
warlord. Back home in Denmark, he is sepa- 
rated from his wife, Marianne (Dyrholm), but 
tries to put in time as a responsive parent 
to his two young boys. His eldest, Elias 
(Rygaard), is bullied at school and starved 
for friendship - problems that vanish with 


the arrival of Christian (Nielsen), a new 
Swedish boy in his class. Christian has come 
to live with his grandmother after the death 
of his mother, and he’s full of resentment 
over her loss and the absence of his father 
due to work. Christian works out some of his 
aggression on Elias’ bullies, but 
before long he is teaching himself 
to build pipe bombs in the garage. 
Meanwhile, back in Africa, Anton’s 
ethical code is given a workout 
when the evil warlord comes 
to his encampment in need of 
medical attention. Parallels mount 
between the adults’ world and the 
children’s, yet Bier is reluctant to underscore 
their import. There are no answers in her 
film, no intractable rights and wrongs. No 
characters are indicted for their mistakes or 
misjudgments, yet no one gets off scot-free 
either. If we were better people, if we lived 
in a better world, maybe it would be easier 
to know the truth. But all we can do is try to 
make the best of the world we inhabit. (For 
an interview with the director ; see “ Morality at 
Play,” March 13.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

AFRICAN CATS D: Alastair Fothergill, Keith 
Scholey; narrated by Samuel L. Jackson. (G, 89 min.) 

The fates of a pride of lions and a chee- 
tah and her cubs, which live on opposite 
sides of a river in the African savannah, are 
intently followed in this Disneynature docu- 
mentary. It’s this emphasis on the animals’ 
fates and ordeals, however, that renders this 
stunningly photographed film a specious 
work of zoological observation. This Earth 
Day release has honorable intentions, but it 
imbues the animals with human emotions 
and motives, which only muddies our under- 
standing of these ferocious feline species. 
The narration by Jackson concludes the film 
by declaring what we’ve seen to be “living 
proof of the power of a mother’s love” (which 
makes me wonder if Disney might have been 
better off fashioning an ad campaign geared 
toward Mother’s Day rather than Earth Day). 
Even though the film is a documentary 
rather than an animated work, this being a 
Disney product means that the company’s 
familiar storyline about a motherless child 
making its way in the world takes center 
stage. (Think of Bambi, Dumbo, and Snow 
White for early examples, and Rapunzel in 
Tangled for signs of the formula’s continu- 
ance into the present day.) In African Cats, 
the lion cub Mara copes with the death of 
her mother. Also problematic will be the 
junglelike quality of nature in which all ani- 
mals must eat or be eaten. For adults, the 
tackling of zebras and the devouring of their 
flesh will appear visually tame and tactful, 
although many children are sure to have 
stronger reactions to the sight - especially 
when it’s conducted by these nice mommy 
animals who suddenly appear to be merci- 
less bullies and fanged carnivores. And if 
young children are disturbed by African Cats, 
I’m not sure who the intended audience 
might be. However, if you’re looking for some 
way to celebrate Mother’s Day, you might 
consider visiting these fierce African mom- 
mas. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Kiarostami; with Juliette Binoche, William 
Shimell. (NR, 106 min., subtitled) 

Made in France, Certified Copy is master 
filmmaker Abbas Kiarostami’s first feature 
narrative to be filmed outside his homeland 
of Iran. The movie toys with ideas suggested 
by the title: why we assume that copies do 
not have the same value as the originals and 
whether anything within the human purview 
can be truly original. Kiarostami has worked 
with these ideas before, but here they are 
crystallized in what otherwise seems like 
a breezy romance which occurs during the 
course of one sunny afternoon in Tuscany. A 
romance in Tuscany?! For starters, how many 
times before have we witnessed a similar 
setup? In self-reflexive fashion, Kiarostami 
is also subjecting himself to the challenge 
to create something new and original from 
a time-worn premise. And for the most part, 
the filmmaker succeeds, but this is not 


accomplished without also calling to mind 
other love-in-an-afternoon movies such as 
Before Sunset and LAvventura. Binoche, 
who received the 2010 Best Actress award 
at Cannes for this role, plays a woman only 
identified in the credits as “She.” She attends 
a lecture by a British author named James 
Miller (Shimell), who pontificates about his 
book Certified Copy. She leaves early but 
manages to slip her phone number to Miller, 
and he appears at her antique shop there- 
after. Amid her antiques and replicas, they 
decide to go for a drive, but instead of gazing 
at the lovely scenery, they continue to discuss 
and debate the merits of his argument that 
copies are as authentic as their originals. 
While at a cafe, the proprietress speaks 
about them as though they are a married cou- 
ple, and from that point, it becomes unclear 
whether this might be an accurate appraisal 
of their relationship. Are they revisiting the 
place where they got married? Is She teas- 
ing or for real when She complains that he 
always forgets their anniversary? Little things 
begin to mount, and the viewer can never be 
certain if the marriage is real or play-acted. 
And, moreover, to what extent should this 
even matter? Notably, esteemed screenwriter 
Jean-Claude Carriere (who frequently worked 
with Luis Bunuel) appears as a character dur- 
ing a critical juncture. The languages spoken 
throughout Certified Copy slide easily amongst 
Italian, French, and English, further creating 
the sense of none of them being authentic. 
Nevertheless, this open-ended narrative feels 
more like a frustrating intellectual exercise 
than a drama with interlaced characters. 

Were it not for the transcendent presence of 
Binoche (and her transfixing cleavage), I sus- 
pect Certified Copy might feel even more like 
homework. - Marjorie Baumgarten

CIRCO D: Aaron Schock. (NR, 75 min., subtitled) 

Although the subject matter of this docu- 
mentary is a family-run circus that travels 
the back roads of Mexico, the film’s themes 
and focus are universal and compelling. 
Enhanced by stunning cinematography 
by the film’s director Aaron Schock and a 
soundtrack by indie rockers Calexico, C/'rco 
does more than provide an exotic peek at a 
vanishing way of life. The film also captures 
a fraying marriage and a son’s sense of 
obligation to keep up the traditions of his 
ancestors. The Ponce family’s touring circus 
bears a greater resemblance to the itiner- 
ant entertainers of yore than the three-ring 
extravaganzas promoted by PT. Barnum. Tino 
is this circus’ ringmaster/lion tamer/jack of 
all trades. His mother and father still travel 
with the circus, as does his wife, Ivonne, 
and the couple’s children. But recently, both 
Tino’s brother and sister have left the circus, 
choosing to live in houses with “settled” 
spouses. Whether they will adjust to lives 
contained by stationary walls remains an 
open question, but their absence does 
cause immediate gaps in the Ponces’ duty 
roster. Ivonne, who married into this way of 
life, also harbors doubts about allowing her 
children to grow up without schooling and 
steady friends. Their lives are hardscrabble 
and full of the constant chores necessary 
for the circus’ daily maintenance. Yet the 
children know no other life and declare 
themselves to be happier than town kids 
who have to go to school. In addition to the 
family’s overall illiteracy, another worrisome 
aspect of the Ponces’ circus life is the care 
of their animals, which are involuntarily sub- 
jected to the same hardscrabble existence 
as the humans. It’s all fascinating stuff, and 
Schock’s strong images convey a great deal 
about this hitherto unseen way of life. C/'rco 
ends somewhat arbitrarily and could benefit 
from a stronger conclusion, but its portrait of 
a lifestyle that’s at once shabby and glittery 
is finely etched. - Marjorie Baumgarten

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LEGEND OF THE FIST: THE 
RETURN OF CHEN ZHEN 

D: Andrew Lau; with Donnie Yen, Qi Shu, Anthony Wong. 

(R, 106 min., subtitled) 

Can there ever be too much wirework and 
hand-to-hand mixed martial arts in a Donnie 
Yen action smashathon? Probably not, but 
Legend of the Fist: The Return of Chen Zhen 
comes close to overdosing on bone-pulverizing 
kickassery at the expense of a plot that rico- 
chets from the nationalistically fatuous to the 
lovestruck and farcical before shutting down 
completely in favor of punch-drunk loveliness. 
Legend of the Fist opens with breathtaking 
style in the hellish battlefields of Europe dur- 
ing World War I where Yen, as the titular man 
of fisticuffs (in a role originated by Bruce Lee 
and later played by Jet Li), very nearly single- 
handily whips the Huns and ends the war. 

After this spectacular set-piece, Lau leapfrogs 
up the timeline of China’s convoluted pre-Mao 
history to 1925, when British and Japanese 
forces both attempted to impose their own 
rule on the country. Chen has become a 
crusading crime-fighter in disguise, donning 
a black mask and spending his off nights 
suavely playing piano in Casablanca, the 
gangster-infested, neon-drenched club run by 
Liu Yutian (Wong), while simultaneously eyeing 
the house chanteuse, Kiki (Qi). Yen’s portrayal 
of Chen Zhen is calculated to remind every- 
one of Bruce Lee, going so far as to feature a 
(admittedly thrilling) third-act battle between a 
nunchakus-wielding Chen and band of swords- 
men. The sequence feels an awful lot like 
both Fists of Fury and a superior version of 
all of Kato’s fight sequences from the recent 
Green Fiornet debacle. What’s it all about? I’m 
going to say “cheap, badass, cinematic escap- 
ism,” but what appears to be going on behind 
the scenes is a distinctly anti-Japanese/anti- 
English nationalistic fervor disguised as his- 
torical action slugfest. That’s more interesting 
than watching Chen Zhen make goo-goo eyes 
at Kiki, although, I’ve got to admit, when this 
Legend of the Fist kicks ass - which it does 
frequently - it does so with undeniable style, 
story be damned. - Marc Savlov

Prom is the province of 17- to 18-year- 
olds, but this Prom is pitched at a much 
younger audience - the tween set that wants 
only to sigh over which way that dreamy 
boy will pop the question or whether to go 
sequins or ruffles (or both!) with the dress. 
And sigh they will: At the sneak screening, a 
gaggle of girls emoted loudly at every near- 
miss at a closed-mouth kiss. Honestly, I 
don’t know how this Disney film didn’t net a 
G rating; maybe it was the film’s brief peek 
at the “bad boy” brooder in a wifebeater that 
tipped it into PG country? Friday Night Lights’ 
expert sulker Teegarden wipes clean her sig- 
nature sullenness as Nova, the strait-laced, 
prom-planning chair and rare character to 
warrant a full-blooded portrait in this ensem- 
ble built on stock types - the bailer, the 
space cadet, the virginal music geek. (On the 
subject of the ungainly but hyperarticulate 
wallflower named Lloyd, played by Nicholas 
Braun, Cameron Crowe and John Cusack 
should consider a joint defamation suit.) 

Nova has a romantic notion of prom - and 
it’s hard to argue with the pure-heartedness 
of her mission to bring together disparate 
cliques for a night to remember - even as 
the film is comically myopic about the real 
confusions and conundrums attending that 
storied night. That, disappointingly, is the only 
cause for laughter here: Prom is too sanitized 
to mine any hijinks from the fertile ground of 
modern teen life and too feckless to furrow 
the messy, embarrassing stuff that shapes 
character and makes for the real nights to 
savor. These are boys and girls on their very 
best behavior, which doesn’t sound like any 
prom you or I remember. - Kimberley Jones

RAMMBOCK: BERLIN 

UNDEAD D: Marvin Kren; with Michael Fuith, Theo 
Trebs, Brigitte Kren, Anna Graczyk. (R, 59 min., subtitled) 

Like the frantic characters in Fantastic 
Fest favorite Rammbock, we, the living, 
awake daily to find ourselves surrounded 
on all sides by evidence of the the undead: 
shambling, global economic collapse 
abroad, a positively moribund economy at 
home and a partisan political quagmire in 
which our leaders appear to be dead to 
reality itself. Well, that would doubtless be 
zom-father George Romero’s ever-politicized 
take on the pitiful current state of world 
affairs; Rammbock has no such overtly 
forthright message, and although it adds 
little to the already overflowing canon 
of zombie-genre tropes, its brief running 
time is chock-full o’ guts. I haven’t seen 
a German horror film this wackily despair- 
ing since Jorg Buttgereit fucked the dead 
(literally) with his taboo-raping ode to sex, 
death, and sex/death: the delightfully sick 
Nekromantik and Nekromantik 2, his even 
squishier sequel. Rammbock is billed as 
the first German zombie film, although per- 


sonally I’d give that honor to either the met- 
aphorical zombification within Fassbinder’s 
Why Does Herr K. Run Amok? (think about 
it) or Paul Wegener’s UFA-lensed Der Golem 
in 1920. Still, Rammbock is patently of the 
modernist zombie genre, and it succeeds 
as much as it does in large part to the 
setting: the decedence-crammed areas in 
and around the courtyard of a dilapidated 
apartment building. It’s something like Rear 
Window if Raymond Burr’s wife had resur- 
rected herself from the flower bed and gone 
all chompy. Fuith plays Michael, a man who 
finds himself trapped in his ex-girlfriend’s 
apartment by the slathering, speedy hordes 
when he attempts to return her keys. 

Egress is everything in these situations, 
and director Kren and cinematographer 
Moritz SchultheiS make the most of the 
inherent claustrophobia and lack of a clear 
escape route. Short, sharp, and sometimes 
shocking, Rammbock is a poignant slice (or 
is that bite?) of Berlin-based un-life. (Opens 
Wednesday , May 4.) - Marc Savlov

SUPER D: James Gunn; with Rainn Wilson, Ellen Page, 
Liv Tyler, Kevin Bacon, Michael Rooker. (NR, 96 min.) 

While the shaky cam has mercifully fallen 
out of favor as contemporary filmmakers’ 
weapon of choice, I worry it’s been replaced 
by a buzzing camera; Super, at least, looks 
like it was shot from atop a running engine. 
The intention perhaps is to affect the 
hum and thrum of life, but writer/ director 
James Gunn’s layer cake of hallucinations, 
comic-book call-outs, emotional artifice, 
and faux catharsis produces the opposite 
effect - nothing here seems tethered to real 
life or real feeling. Wilson, best known as 
The Office’s cagey, perma-smirking Dwight 
Schrute, plays Frank, a short-order cook 
who spirals into a depression when his wife 
Sarah (Tyler) abandons their marital bed to 
take up with her dealer, Jacques (Bacon). 
Desperate to retrieve his wife, Frank scis- 
sors together a superhero costume and calls 
himself the Crimson Bolt - “Shut up, crime,” 
is his catchphrase, and Wilson kills it every 
time - and he also takes on a horny, hyper- 
active teen sidekick named Boltie (Page). 
Astute viewers will wonder how schlumpy

Frank ever nabbed a stunner like Sarah, but 
Gunn delays the answer until an ill-fitting 
flashback that appears in an emergent pat- 
tern of nonsensical structuring. It’s as if 
Gunn accidentally dropped his neatly ordered 
scene index cards and then reshuffled them 
willy-nilly - which might explain how a deli- 
cately played moment of sexual tension fric- 
tioning with raw grief is immediately chased 
with a hammy montage set at a gun store. In 
his unflinching attention to the aftermath of 
a superhero’s well-placed punch - the drip- 
ping viscera and bashed-in skulls, overlaid 
with a descriptive thwack! and color panels 
- Gunn is angling at something interesting 
here (possibly even as a rejoinder to the 
ramification-free Kick-Ass), but lands far wide 
of the mark. Super is a tonal hash, awk- 
wardly skipping beats from bleak to boister- 
ous, cartoonish to gruesome, and the actors, 
too, seem to be playing at different speeds, 
with Page’s insufferable screechiness poorly 
squaring with Wilson’s glum poker face. Most 
damningly, there’s not a character within that’s 
worth giving a damn about, which renders the 
climactic bloodbath a curio at once repugnant 
and tiresome. There are kernels here of a 
thoughtful and provocative picture, but they 
never pop - or pop!, for that matter. (For an 
interview with the director, see “He Needed a 
Hero,’’ March 11.) - Kimberley Jones

13 ASSASSINS D: Takashi Miike; 

with Koji Yakusho, Goro Inagaki, Masachika Ichimura, 
Yusuke Iseya, Takayuki Yamada. (R, 141 min., subtitled) 

Miike’s umpteenth feature film (83 and 
counting on the Internet Movie Database!) 
is a remake of Eiichi Kudo’s 1963 film of 
the same name. It’s not your typical Takashi 
Miike film either, but then again, to the 
best of my knowledge, Miike has never 
attempted to make anything that wasn’t in 
some way visually or narratively transgres- 
sive or, at the very least, inappropriate 
for your grandmother’s sensibilities. This 
is, after all, the director whose episode 
of Masters of Horror (“Imprint”) was so 
disturbing to Showtime execs they refused 
to air it, and whose 1999 film Audition 
remains, for my yen, the best date movie 
ever made. 13 Assassins is more formal in 
its stylistic approach to the subject matter 
than you might expect, though. In the Seven 
Samurai-e sque story, noble samurai warrior 
Shinzaemon Shimada (Yakusho) is selected 
by the shogunate to assemble the titular 
team of elite swordsmen. Their mission, 
bloody though it will surely be, is ultimately 
one of peace: They are to kill renegade 
Naritsugu Matsudaira (Inagaki), a sadistic 
Edo overlord who threatens the peace and 
has lately taken to gleefully hacking the 
peasants to pieces. (One disturbing scene 
early on provides a horrific but narratively 
necessary glimpse into Lord Matsudaira’s 
warped bloodlust; it’s a nightmarishly lyri- 
cal moment recalling Audition-e ra Miike.) 
Shimada recruits 12 fearless samurai and 
one wily thief, and they set out to slay 
the slayer, only to discover that the odds 
have gone against them, disastrously so. 
Shimada’s plan B? Take over an idyllic 
rural village along their route, reconfigure it 
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as one giant death trap, and lure Lord 
Matsudaira’s men inside. There will be 
blood, rivers of it, in point of fact. 13 
Assassins is Mi ike’s bid for a jewel on 
Akira Kurosawa’s crown, and as such, 
it’s an audacious attempt that turns out 
to be his most stylistically formal film 
to date. It’s also a deeply moral anti-war 
film, if one chooses to view it that way. 
Miike’s old bloodlust and astonishing 
flair for hypercreative ultraviolence is 
on full, gloriously gory display during 13 
Assassins’ liquefied third act, essentially 
a single sequence of carnage that runs 
nearly 45 minutes. This is the Takashi 
Miike of Dead or Alive and Ichi the Killer. 
That he’s finally chosen to direct a samu- 
rai epic with more than a few echoes 
of Kurosawa only adds to his crimson 
panache. - Marc Savlov

TYLER PERRY’S MADEA’S 
BIG HAPPY FAMILY D: Tyler Perry;

Tyler Perry is back with another movie 
featuring Madea - his self-essayed, no- 
nonsense matriarch in drag - following 
his bid for respectability with last year’s 
literary adaptation For Colored Girls 
and his ensemble piece Why Did I Get 
Married Too?, which debuted on Easter 
weekend, just like Madea’s Big Happy 
Family did this year. Maybe the logic 
is that people will be so glutted with 
Easter ham that another slice served up 
by Mr. Perry will slide down quite eas- 
ily. Really, there is little to recommend 
Perry’s Madea films, which are brokers 
of racial and sexual stereotypes and 
upholders of the importance of Christian 
religious faith and stern discipline (aka 
ass-whoopings), other than their appeal 
to a certain segment of black women 
who are underserved by the current 
film market. Returning also is Perry’s 
tendency to lump together a series of 
subplots under the rubric of a movie, 
which allows scenes to exist on their own 
merits and yet not be required to blend 
into the plot as a whole. Exhibit A would 
be one of this movie’s early sequences in 
which Madea drives through the window 
of a fast-food drive-through when she 
is upset with their service. Any relation- 
ship that sequence has with Big Happy 
Family’s primary plotline about Madea’s 
niece Shirley (Devine) needing to tell 
her grown children about her terminal 
cancer is purely tangential. Madea’s fam- 
ily is a fractious bunch, but the mouthy 
matriarch eventually lays down the law 
for each one of them (and in the case 
of their younger progeny, Madea does 
not spare the rod). On last weekend’s 
Saturday Night Live, Kenan Thompson 
best captured the tone of this and all 
other Perry movies when the character he 
was playing said they take “wild swings 
from broad comedy into dismal melodra- 
ma.” Deathbed scenes and colonoscopy 


humor, Bible quotations and Maury Povich 
“Who Is the Real Baby Daddy” episodes: All 
cohabit with equal relevance in the world of 
Tyler Perry.

WATER FOR ELEPHANTS 

D: Francis Lawrence; with Reese Witherspoon, Robert 
Pattinson, Christoph Waltz, Hal Holbrook, Paul Schneider.

In this adaptation of Sara Gruen’s book- 
club favorite Water for Elephants, Twilight 
heartthrob Pattinson stretches to play a 
character with a pulse - but just barely. 
Orphaned in the film’s opening minutes and 
suddenly cash-poor in 1930s New York, 
Pattinson’s Jacob hops a train in the dead of 
night only to discover he’s caught a ride with 
a traveling circus. A former veterinary stu- 
dent, Jacob’s animal expertise quickly makes 
him indispensable to ringmaster-with-rage- 
issues August (Waltz, in a colorless do-over 
of his Inglourious Basterds ’ charismatic dia- 
blo). Witherspoon plays August’s star attrac- 
tion and wife Marlena, and her Jean Harlow 
platinum-blond bob out-vibrants everything 
else in this consistently murky picture (all 
the more curious considering cinematogra- 
pher Rodrigo Prieto has done such lush work 
for Ang Lee and Alejandro Gonzalez lharritu). 
No one would mistake the Benzini Bros. 
Circus for the Greatest Show on Earth - the 
Depression-era traveling troupe is a junker 
compared to the gold-standard Ringling 
Bros. - but still, a film has to try pretty hard 
to render lions and tigers and trapeze art- 
ists so uniformly underwhelming. And that’s 
just the sideshow entertainment: The love 
triangle that determines Water for Elephants’ 
dark trajectory is just as joyless and wanly 
dramatized. - Kimberley Jones

BRAKE-LINE PROBLEMS 
PROBABLY NOT ONLY 
PROBLEMS WITH OLDER CAR 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

We have a 1996 Plymouth Voyager with more than 
130,000 miles on it that I use to transport our kids every- 
where. On four separate occasions, the brakes have failed 
completely with absolutely no warning ...no warning 
light, no gradual diminution of brake function, just “Now 
you have ’em, now you don’t.” Each time, it was revealed 
that a brake line had snapped (and each time, the offend- 
ing line was replaced). This also happened once with a 
steering line (the steering wheel locked in traffic). 1 feel 
the van is unsafe to drive and would like to replace it with 
another vehicle. My husband insists that as long as the 
brake lines are replaced, it’s safe to drive. What do you 
think? Have you ever heard of this problem before with 
this make of vehicle? Please answer! - Alexis 

RAY: We replace miles of rusted-out brake lines 
and fuel lines every year. 

TOM: And your husband technically is correct - 
once all of those lines are replaced, they shouldn’t 
break again for a long time. So the car can be made 
safe. 

RAY: But here’s the mistake he made, and why 
you’re driving around in terror: Once one of the 
brake lines failed, he should have insisted that all of 
them be checked and replaced immediately. 

TOM: The car is a decade and a half old. If one 
brake line has rotted away due to age, weather, and 
road conditions, don’t you think the other brake lines 
are in approximately the same condition? After all, 
they’ve spent the past 15 years under the same car! 

RAY: In fact, because we work in an area where 
the roads are salted during winter snowstorms, we 
preemptively check our customers’ brake and fuel 
lines as their cars get older. 

TOM: So it sounds like your husband is not big 
on preemptive maintenance. But because it’s your 
life and the lives of your kids at stake, you have to 
insist that he get religious. 

RAY: You need to have a mechanic check all the 
brake lines and fuel lines. Now that the power-steer- 
ing line has been replaced, that shouldn’t be a prob- 
lem for a while. But the mechanic also needs to check 
everything else that wears out on an old car: the ball 
joints, the other steering components, the shocks and 
springs, the brakes, the tires, the amount of rust on 
the frame, mildew on the fuzzy dice - everything.
